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A SECOND VISIT 
June 15. 

No extravagant claims are made 
by either party in reviewing the| 
results of the conversations between 
Sir Frederick Leith-Ross_ and 
various high personages in Tokyo 
during Sir Frederick's second visit 
to Japan. The cordiality of the 
frank interchange of opinions on the| 
economic problem of Sino-foreign 
relationships is evident. When| 
Sir Frederick stopped at Tokyo last 
autumn on his way to China he} 
was courteously received by the) 
Japanese authorities. His contacts, 
however, were mainly with the 
Foreign Office and Finance Mini- 
stry. This’ time he has been 
abid to extend the range of 

“discussion to include important re~| 
presentatives of the War Office. 
‘On that ground alone he, may be 
sald to have broadened his con- 
ception of Japanese policy. He was 
helped, indeed, by the personal re~ 
lations established by him in China| 
with Japanese spokesmen, including 
Major-General Isogai whom he 
again had the pleasure of meeting 
in Tokyo. Carefully emphasizing 
his exclusive concern with economic| 
and financial problems, Sir Frede- 
rick was able to treat the present} 
situation in China in the light of 
his experience as an economist and| 
therefore to display a candour 
which might have been denied to} 
‘one who was attempting to deter~ 
mine political issues in the course| 
of diplomatic discussion, Much 
misunderstanding seemed to op- 
‘press Japanese opinion in the early’ 
days of his mission, ‘That was not| 
altogether surprising, for statements | 
made in London and elsewhere by 
certain commentators showed that 
the object of that mission and Sir 
Frederick's own. attitude were im-| 
perfectly grasped. It is unnecessary’ 
‘to examine those misinterpretations| 
and others that followed. ‘They have| 
been effectively belied by the course| 
of events, by the strict concentra~ 
tion of the Mission's attention on the 
duties assigned to it and, now, it| 
will be hoped, by the friendly con-J 
versations from which Sir Frederick; 
is returning to China, before mak- 
ing his Qnal preparations for his 
Journey Home. 

It is probable that both parties 
‘benefitted from their joint examina- 
tion of the economic problem of the| 
Far East, Sir Frederick was able 
to obtain at first-hand an insight 
into the manner in which that 
problem is viewed by Japanese 
opinion with special regard to 

. China's current difficulties. He was 
likewise invited from his own 
special experience and recent per- 
sonal contacts with the Chinese 
Government and banking institu- 
tions in this country, to outline his 
appreciation of the financial outlook 
here. It will be observed that he 
took pains to express the view that 
the economic stability of China had 
immense significance for Japan, as 
for the rest of the Far Eastern 
countries, ‘There he must have 
found common ground with his in- 
terlocutors, although, according to 
the cables, they were inclined to 
insist that political stability must| 
be sought as the condition pre- 
cedent to measures for ensuring 
economic stability in China, The} 
difference of view could not be 
pressed too far because such an 
effort would have carried the dis- 
cussions into the forbidden zone of 
politics, In due course it'may find 
its proper setting in diplomatic con- 
versations when Sir Frederick's 
opinion will, no doubt, receive the 
attention it deserves, The Japanese 
Government's policy hasbeen. 
firmly based on certain definitions 
of stability, but it is a matter for 
argument whether the steps so far 
taken in that regard have given 
sufficient scope for sound economic! 
reconstruction, In a sense political 
and economic stabilities are interde- 
pendent and the belief that the 
latter can wait on the former is not 














currency scheme is to be brought | 
to successful completion, the advant- 
ages to Japan will be greater than 
those accruing to any other for- 
eign country. On the Chinese 
Government primarily rests the 
responsibility for making the| 
Scheme a success in fulfilling the 
requirements prescrited by Dr. 
H. H. Kung in November last. 
‘Much valuable encouragement can| 
be tendered by Japan who thereby | 
will be vindicating her recognized 
position as the pre-eminent factor| 
in Far Eastern stability. 

On Anglo-Japanese relations, the 
visit of Sir Frederick Leith-Ross 
should have had a good effect. 
Naturally those relations do not| 
depend solely on the problems of| 
China, important as that point of| 
international contact may be. Con- 
ditions have tended to accentuate 
divergences of outlook during the| 
last five years. Japan has felt in some_| 
way that British policy has changed. 
‘The feeling is understandabie; it| 
does not seem to take sufficiently 
into account the significance of 
developments which, in British 
eyes, have indicated a definite 
modification of Japanese policy. 
No doubt Tokyo is fortified in the 
conviction that the pressure of| 
events has been inexorable. ‘That| 
does not necessarily imply that the 
resultant changes are to be charged 
solely to the account -of Great 
Britain, In so far as this issue af- 
fects British economic interests in 
China, it would seem that Tokyo 
has been uble to make a reassuring 
statement of policy. Wisdom will 
be shown by both sides in avoiding 
an arid resuscitation of past con- 
troversy over the rights and wrongs 
of the abandonment of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance. The task before 
the statesmen in Tokyo and London 
is to ensure the maintenance of 
the spirit of friendship which has 
happily existed between the two 
‘countries, independently of a formal 
bond. Japan's desire for the 
stabilization of Far Eastern policies 
can command the sympathy and 
co-operation of Great Britain so 
long as the two countries are free 
to preserve the principles to which 
they respectively attach prime im- 
portance, Japan, like Great Britain, 
Seeks to consolidate an ancient 
friendship with China, The line of 
approach will vary according to the 
conditions peculiar to each country. 
‘That should not deter reconeil 
ment of aims on the basis of 
mutual respect and independence of 
Judgment, 




















IN THE BRINK 
June 10. 

General Chiang Kal-shek has 
franlely treated the present crisis 
in the South as the outcome of a 
little misunderstanding between 
the Central Government and the 
Kuangtung and Kwangsl provinces.” 
Partisans of Kwangsi have stated 
that General Li Tsung-jen's_mo- 
bilization is directed solely against 
Japan, but they have also admitted 
that it is a reply to pressure which 
they allege the Central Government 
has been bringing to bear on that 
province. ‘They go so far as to 
state that General Chiang Kai-shek 
has demanded that the forces of 
the two Southern provinces should 
be put under the contro! of the 
[Central Government, that financial 
administration should be subject to 
Central direction and that the 
South-West Political Council should 
be abolished. General Chiang Kai- 
shek has denied the accuracy of 
these charges. The mere fact that 
they have been made considerably 
weakens the ‘argument that the 
Kwangsi_and Kuangtung govern- 
ments are solely exercised over the 
development of an anti-Japanese 
campaign. Indeed, with the excep- 
lion of an equivocal tribute to the 
Central Government's patience, the 
pronouncements made in the South 
seem to be mainly eritical of the 
policy of Nanking and the flaunt- 
ing of anti-Japanese slogans is the 
veriest eyewash. This journal is 
not concerned to take sides as be- 
tween {wo political groups, but it is 
concerned with the realities of a 
situation which is fraught with 
dangerous possibilities for the wel- 
fare of China as a whole. When 
General Chiang Kai-shek affirms 
that the questions of “declaring 
war and negotiating peace” must| 
rest with the Central. Government| 
he is surely stating a truism and is 




















entirely endorsed by general ex- 
perience elsewhere. If China’s new

General Chiang Kai-shek has 
gone a long way to facilitate the 
jextrication of the South-West Poli- 
tical Council from the predicament! 
in which its declarations promise| 
‘to involve it. He refuses to believe 
that the two provinces are blind to 
‘the importance of preserving na- 
tional solidarity at this moment. It 
is significant that the Kwangsi 
authorities have laid so much stress 
on their desire {0 fight Japan. How- 
ever impracticable that desire may. 
‘be, for geographical and other| 
reasons, it betokens at least an 
appreciation of the obloquy which 
would attach to an assertion of 
personal grievances against the 
Central Government at a time of| 
acute crisis. If the South-West! 
Provinces were convinced cham- 
pions of Japanese military inter- 
vention in the affairs of China, they 
jcould hardly play their cards bet-| 
ter than by threatening to move 
northward with anti-Japanese cries| 
‘on their lips and Japanese bullets 
in their bandoliers. Even if it be 
Jassumed that they have serious, 
Jdifferences with the Central Gov- 
‘ernment, it cannot be contended 
‘that action which effectually ties 
the hands of that Government in 
dealing with such difficult problems 
as the situation in the North and 
the economic reconstruction of the 
jcountry, is calculated to benefit 
JChina’ in general or Canton in 
particular. The irresponsibility of 
{this attitude cannot be sufficiently’ 
Jexposed. It might put it beyond | 
the power of China to refute the 
Jeharges which Japanese militarists| 
have consistently levelled against 
her recognized Government. It! 
automatically facilitates Japunese| 
endeavours to ignore that Govern- 
‘ment and deal direct with regional 
Jauthorities, to the detriment of the 
hational status for which Canton 
professes such solicitude. 


No-one would pretend for a 
moment that the South has no| 
valid cause for dissatisfaction with 
the present Government at Nan- 
king. That Government is no less 
lable to error than other organiza- 
tions, including the South-West 
Political Council itself. Nor is it 
expected that, even during the 
present crisis, criticism of the Gov- 
ernment’s handling of domestic 
fairs should cease. That, however, 
very different from an active in- 
‘eitement of armed forces against 
the Government on the specious 
pplea that its defence of China's in- 
terests against Japan is inadequate. 
‘The threat of such hostility imi 
diately weakens that already in- 
adequate defence. If the Southern 
leaders were to place their full 
Fesources at the Central Govern- 
Iment’s disposal with suitable sofe- 
‘guards to ensure their receiving 
seats in the council, they might 
then be considered 'to be giving 
practical assistance in the task 
Jot solving Sino-Japanese differences. 
As it is, they appear to be widening. 
those differences to the extreme 
‘embarrassment of their own coun- 
try and to the certain advantage of 
the Japanese militarists with whom 
they profess to be vehemently in- 
dignant. If they persist in their 
present intentions and the inevit 
fable clash occurs, it will be no 
defence to argue that they were the 
victims of astute exploitation of 
internal feuds. The patriotism on 
which they pride themselves should 
be sufficiently robust to resist 
sinister influences from within or 
without. The Central Government) 
has consistently declared its inten- 
tion to abjure recourse to civil war. 
It has vindicated this attitude in its 
treatment of successive provincial 
crises as they have arisen. It is 
still vindicating it, even under 
great provocation in the face of this 
‘exceedingly dangerous threat to its| 
very existence from Canton. That, 
in itself should disabuse the South-

wisely exerted to compose national 
differences and preserve the proper 
balance between conflicting in- 
terests. His equable temperament, 
tidy mind and just outlook have 
been great assets to his department 
and to the Council as a whole.

Characteristic, too, was the way’ 
in which he championed the cause 
of England, Beet and Beer. His 
Jemployment on the “Daily News” 
did not prevent him from express- 
ing disgust with cocoa and actually 
comparing it with tea, to the latter's 
advantage:

STAY IN 


June 12. 

How little one halt of the world| 
knows the sorrows of the other, in 
spite of loud-speakers and radio 
‘sets!_ Who would have thought that 
the Paris waiter was otherwise 
than “fed up” with meals of any 
kind? Yet, impressed by the order- 
lines of the “‘stay-in” strike—no 
waiter could give his patronage to 
any movement where the best 
manners were _neglected—the 
waiters have thrown in their lot 
with the strikers on the basis of a 
demand for two hot meals a day. 
Thus, after heroically enduring the 
tortures of seeing clients overeat 
themselves, ruin thelr digestions 
and regularly worship at the: 
shrine of gluttony, the Parisian 
waiter can still stand on the rights 
of his own stomach. Truly the tale 
of human capacity is not exhausted, 
‘Then come the concierges. They] 
demand an unbroken night's rest. 
Give tenants of apartments proper! 
latch keys—the thin, wriggly flat 
variety which, is supposed to have 
been invented by a Mr. Yale and 








which can be more easily lost than| 
‘an angel's reputation—and then 
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Jconcierges can remain tucked up in 
‘their austere couches, oblivious of 
the goings and comings in the early 
hours of the always busy Paris 
morning. Assuming no difficulty 
Jarises out of the provision of a 
Jatch-key and ‘that satisfactory. 
instruction in the retention of 
that object can be given to 
its attached ‘tenant, the  con- 
clerges should win ' their point, 
‘They are obviously making. great 
sacrifices for that night's rest. ‘The 
awful power which they wield in 
the life of France is surely derived 
from their omniseience—their “ex- 
tensive and peculiar” knowledge of 
the ways, works, whims and worries 
of the’ tenant-class. To that 
knowledge the control which they 
possess over the doors of their a: 
signed apartment blocks must 
greatly contribute. They must feo! 
very secure or terribly in need of 
sleep, if they are prepared to allow 
the tenant to conceal his doing 
perhaps even part of his cor- 
Yespondence—from them. Will the 
intelligence services of Paris suffer 
in consequence? 


This disclosure of the secret 
sorrows of two honourable callings 
clearly suggests that there are 
others. Let the world look to these 
real human grievances instead of 
troubling about economic expansion 
or balancing budgets. It might 
escape then from the brooding 
horror urider which it shudders, for 
who would venture to engage In 
war when concierges were in need 
of rest or waiters wanted Irish 
itew? Discussion of plans to make 
‘the world safe and comfortable for 
concierges and waiters would take 
precedence of arguments over 
frontiers and territorial interests, 
At last the classic methods of 
Captain Reece of H.MS, Mantel- 
piece would have a chance of ac- 
ceptance in preference to soulless 
jugglings with ratios, escalators and 
categories. Other’ sources of 
grievance could easily be found, to 























keep the ball rolling. Engineers 
might submit to this test the 
delicate question of the rolled 


sleeves. Horse marines, tinkers and 
deck-dignitaries could form a com- 
mission of inquiry. By a gentle 
pressure of the accelerator the com- 
mission could dart forward to 
plunge into the whole problem of 
négligés for officers, with special re- 
ference to open-necked collars, 
shorts,..and sock-suspenders, It 
might’ be desirable to exclude from

Glancing rapidly at othe possible 
grievances it might be well to note 
the radio lecturer's impotence in 
the face of the ruthless twist of the 
knob when the news bulletin has 
ended and mental improvement is 
the prescribed diet for the listener 
who will not hear. Journalists have 
no grievances, ‘This may be be- 
‘cause, as was recently said, there 
are no such creatures, although 
there are plenty of epithetical journ- 
alists. Still itis best to assume that 
Journalists have no grievances for 
it they had no journal would 
champion them and without press 
support “stay-in” strikes are bound 
to fail. Have not conclerges and 
now enlisted the sympathy 
of half the world by the kindly aid 
of Reuter? Here in Shanghai there 
are possibilities burning to be con- 
sidered. Could not those pile-driv- 
ing engines devise an excuse for a 
“stay-in” strike? ‘They might argue 
that the score of the musical com- 
position which they were called upon 
to play had been carelessly pre- 
pared. How pleasant a place would 
Shanghai be if pile-drivers were 
formed into a Municipal Orchestra 
and gave regular street-corner per= 
formanees, preferably in the early 
afternoon and late midnight! 
‘Tempting it is to dwell on this 
subject. The French strikers are 
believed to have attained their 
immediate objects for their new 
Government has taken them to its 
bosom and promised redress, Let 
‘them not be too easily satisfied for 
their technique is so attractive, If 
the whole of civilization could 
adopt it the world would ‘be a

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SANCTIONS DEAD 


‘To all intents and purposes the

A DUTY NOT A RIGHT 
According to ancient theory service| 
in the House of Commons was 
duty not a right. Election didnot 
depend on having been willingly or 
Knowingly adopted as a candidate. 
Once elected a member had formerly 
no choice but to serve. No one could 
resign unless by permission of the 
House which did not readily grant 
‘such permission even on the plea of| 
Miness. In 1725" it was discovered 
that by use of the Act pasted in 
4705 which vacated the seat of a 
member who accepted office under 
the Crown, resignation could be vir- 
tually effected. "From 1751 onwards 
the Stewardship of the Chiltern 
Hundreds and, later, also the Ste~ 
wardship of the Manor of Northstead, 
were the purely nominal posts to 
which members desiring to resign 
were appointed om thelr’ application.

THE FORTY-HOUR WEEK 


‘The present epidemic of strikes in 
certain European countries has 
Drought the issue of the forty-hour 
‘week to the fore, ‘The new French 
Government has’ promptly devised 
legislation to give effect to that 
Umitation on the hours of work in: 
‘organized labour as the beginning of 
{8 series of remedial measures to deat 
with industrial unrest, Belgium has 
the same limitation in mind. The 
Report of the International Labour 
JOfice to which reference was recently 
‘made in these columns, points out 
that in Italy and the United States of 
America the Introduction of the forty- 
hour limitation has substantially re- 
duced unemployment. In Italy the 
governing agreement was made last 
July between the National Fascist 
Confederation of Manufacturers and 
Industrial workers. It permanently 
established the forty-hour week in 
Htalian industry covering all workers 
occupied in industrial enterprises, 
handicrafts ‘and co-operatives. The 
working week is fixed at forty hours 
for non-continuous and forty-two for 
‘continuous work, the determination 
‘of exceptions, methods of averaging 
‘and the like being regulated by ‘the 
national federations. In the United 
Sales the Supreme Court declared 
that the authority given to the 
President to establish codes for an 
average week of forty hours was un- 
‘constitutional. This constituted 
serlous set-back for the shorter-hour 
‘movement but it is significant that 
the Report adds: “the unfavourable 
effects of abandoning the code stand- 
ards have induced about one hundred 
industries to request the maintenance 
of voluntary codes.”

resort peace must be preserved. Tak- 
ing Great Britain as an example, it is| 
unfortunate that the support of the| 
international idea is associated with 
activities which obstruct government 
jection for maintaining national de- 
fences. ‘This has been abundantly 
proved during the controversy over 
the Abyssinian question. The most 
vehement advocates of drastic action 
against Italy have been precisely 
those politicians and organizations 
‘which have opposed the recruitment 
of men to the Territorial Army and 
the maintenance of the navy in an 
‘adequate state of efficiency and 
striking power. ‘The New Common- 
‘wealth Society does not operate on 
these lines, as will be gathered from 
the names of its vice-presidents. The 
‘question is by no means simple, but 
bitter disillusionment regarding the 
‘efleacy of the League of Nations 
should at least establish the fact that 
juntil the machinery for peace con- 
truction is unquestionably able to 
fulfil {ts functions the ordinary na- 
tional’ means of defence cannot be 
Ignored or neglected, Whether the 
jSeciety’s plan of creating an inter- 
rational police force will become an 
actual fact must depend largely on 
the way in which the nations face the 
jaangers ahead. The air arm is re- 
garded as a practical instrument for 
testing the possibilities of this force. 
{In a recent issue of “Fighting Forces” 
| the formation of an international air’ 
police force was seriously discussed, 
‘but even there it must be obvious 
that much work has to be done 
before this mew method can be con- 
‘sidered as within the bounds of 
possibility. It is easy to imagine re- 
ieruitment of young men to an in- 
ternational air police force, but if the 
individual is asked whether he would 


















































‘act with such  foree in the event of 
the decision being reached to engage 
{in police operations against his own 
country it is exceedingly doubtful 
whether he would be able to give a 


satisfactory answer. It is conceiv= 
able, that following the practice 
of ' certain countries, _reserva- 
tions might be applied to deal with 
thie personal difficulty. “Yet the 
fea “of an international police 
force is logical enough. Just as 


private duclling In civilized coun. 
tries has become obsolete because of 
the ereation of a proper elvil police 
foree, so in a wellconducted World 
in which nations were prepared to 
obey the laws of the International 
state, the functions of national armies 
would naturally be taken over by the 
‘new international police force, Look- 
ing round the world to-day” it is 
aimeult to believe that this project

He was 
elected Governor of Kansas on a 
Republican ticket while President 
Roosevelt was winning the state for 
the Presidency. He was the only 
Republican Governor elected that 
year west of the Mississippi and ix 
repeated his triumph in 1934. Des 
eribed as a “conservative liberal,” he 
has always kept a keen eye on 
economy in administration, cutting 
down expenses and taxes and exercis- 
ing an ability to keep the Legislature 
reasonably satisfied.

Major 
‘Douglas was unable to accept this in- 
vitation inthe absence of certain 
information which he considered vital 
and which was not forthcoming from 
the ‘Albertan Government. These 
facts are recapitulated in fairness to 
‘Major Douglas, but, of course, they 
do not materially alter the position, 
which is that the Albertan Govern- 
ment is no longer working on the 
Douglas Credit System.

Financial Assistance to Nanking Government: Sir F. 
Leith-Ross Explains to Gen. Isogai 


‘Tokyo, June 9. 

Continuing his conversations with’ 
leading officials of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, 
Chief Economic Adviser to the British 
Government, this afternoon exchanged 
views on the situation in China with 
Mr, Hachiro Arita, Foreign Minister. 
Prior {o the meeting, Mr. Arita sought 
the views of the Premier. 

‘Soon after his arrival here yester 
day, Sir Frederick met Major-Gener 
Rensuke Tsogal, Director of the War 
‘Ministry's Military Affairs Bureau and 
formerly’ Military Attaché to. the 
Japanese Embassy in China. During 
the ensuing exchange of views on tho, 
Chinese situation, Sir Frederick, 
Domel learned from authoritative 
sources, assured Gen. Isogai that his 
visit to Japan and a stay of nine 
‘months in China had enabled him to 
‘tee Japan's position in East Asia and 
the actual conditions in China in 
new light, 

Certain Detects 


‘While admitting cortain detects and 
weaknesses of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, Sir Frederick expressed his 
opinion that the only way to con~ 
tribute to China's rehabilliation would 
be 10 give financial assistance to the 
Nanking administration, which, he 
pointed out, is composed of ‘able 
statesmen, 

Gen, Isogal admitted the necessity 
of rendering financial and economic 
assistance to China, but reminded Sit 
Frederick that the question has not 
only a finanelal but an important 
polltieal significance from Japan's 
point of view, which, he emphasized, 
‘were unlike those of Great Britain 
‘nd the United States. He also re~ 
ferred to the past bitter experiences 
of Japan in giving financial assistance 
to China, which ultimately assumed 
polltieal ‘significance. Japan. isnot 
In a position to give financial ald to 
the Central Government uncondltion- 
ally, unless and until a political 
Understanding is reached between 
Japan and China, whereby the Nan- 
King Government would give a pledge 
to contribute to the stability of East 
Asia in conjunction with Japan.

REFORM OF CHINA’S 
JUDICIAL SYSTEM 


‘Too Rapid for All the Country’ 
to Keep Pace 


‘Shanghai, June 10. 

A. general review of the progress 
achieved by the Chinese Govern- 
ment in reforming the judicial system 
was given by Mr. Yang Peng, the 
newly-appointed President of the 
Third Branch of the Kiangsu 
Provincial High Court, in an_ad- 
drese at the Soochow University Law 
School. The Government, Mr. Yang. 
sald, had spared no efforts in reform- 
ing the national Judicial system. The 
‘most up-to-date principles of juris- 
prudence had been adopted ‘and 
Incorporated in the national. codes. 
‘Owing to the extreme rapidity with 
which the reforms had been “in- 
stituted, however, it had not been 
Possible to keep ' the same pace in 
all parts of the country. 

‘For. example, side by side with 
‘modern courts, there were still many 
districts where the District Magis- 
trates weredelegated with concurrent 
Judlelal powers. ‘These magistrates 
often were not well versed in law, 
'so thelr decisions sometimes were 
arbitrary and not based strictly on 
Jaw. In order to rectify this situa 
tlon, the Judicial Yuan had decided 
to establish District Judicial Bureaux 
in districts where no regular courts 
were established and competent 
Judges would be appointed to deal 
‘with litigation in these districts. 

‘Mr, Yang deplored the fact that 
the salaries of the judges in remote 
Provinces and outlying regions still 
were altogether too low. Though 
the judges in these districts did not 
complain and were discharging their 
duties faithfully and with compet- 
ence, the Government should, how- 
‘ever, inerease thelr remuneration as 
{gr ‘a8 possible in conformity with 
the resolution adopted by the Na- 
tional Judicial Conference last year.

‘Tsangchow, Hopel, June 2,

campaign for road-making, pro- 
seeuted with vigour in other 
provinees, Hopel, under the energetic 
leadership of Gen. Sung, feverishly 
hhas been constructing two roads for 
‘motorists, one of which links ‘Tsang- 
chow with Yonshan to the southeast.

Illness Causes Visit to Chengtu: Widow of Dr. J. H. 
: Edgar Retiring to Australia

‘Tachlenlu, May 21. 

Last Thursday, May 14, Dr. Harold] 
‘James, Mr. Floyd Johnston and Mrs. 
J. H. Edgar left Tachlenlu for the 
Plains below. ‘The border is still de-| 
‘eldedly cool with a temperature be- 
tween fifty and sixty. ‘The nights 
can be quite cold and some of the 
forelgn residents in the elty are stil 
enjoying the luxury of a ‘re. Chi- 
nese and ‘Tibetans along the frontier | 
Indulge in charcoal fires the year 
round and the morning temperature 
during tke summer months Is some- 
where between 30 and 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, 

‘The force of habit Is a remarkable| 
thing’ and not untrequently wes 
coolies, warmly clad, sitting in the 
teashops, unconselously fanning them- 
selves. On the eight-day journey be- 
‘tween Yachow and Tachlenku there 
ate several quite hot belts and. two 
fairly high passes to cross, ‘but the 
coolness really begins after the travel- 
Jer has passed» Wasikow. " Lenchi, 
Fuchuang and Yuinching can be de- 
cldedly melting to. the border resi 
dent ond the Tahsiang and. Feivueh 
Passes can give him. snow in’ the 
midst of summer. ‘The traveller frst 
begins to feel the snow breezes afte 
‘he. passes Wastkow, and from ‘that, 
point to Tachienlu there is a. steady 
elim of several thousand fect. 

Within a few hours walk of Ta- 
chientu, 9,000 fect high,” there are

Departure of Veteran Missionary

adventure, we have always called her 
the “brick of the border.”

SUMMER 


‘Swimming Pools Repaired and 
Water Pipes Laid 
Front Our Own Cosmssrossenr 


Koling Ki, June 3. 

Kuling is rapidly preparing for 
fhe Summer Season, many of the 
shops have re-opened in the Gap 
and large stocks of merchandise are 
daily coming up the hill. Quite a 
number of the shops have been 
modernized and several new build- 
fogs were erected on the main street 

‘Within the former Estate, several 
fine stone bridges have been built, 
fone at the foot of Berlin Road and 
‘another larger one at Azalea Lane 
near the swimming pool, which re- 
place the old wooden structures. 
Good work has been done on re- 
surfacing the main roads, also more 
attention is now being paid to the 
‘pruning of the trees aloneside the 
Toads. ‘The latter is under the super- 
vision of Mr. Ching who is the Head 
of the Botanical Garden at Hanpoy- 
ow, beyong Luling. 

Pipe lines have been Tald along. 
Highland Avenue, Central Avenue 
and Virginia Hill, so that residents 
in that area can’ draw off pure 
water from the standpipes at con- 
venient places. The water is brought 
from the Luling hills and when 
analyzed recently was found to be 
very good, even safe for drinking, 
without boiling. The old swimming 
pool in Luling is to be entirely re- 
ovated and put into proper order, 
with the addition of sun-bath slabs 
alongside the pool. Later on other 
improvements are to be added, The 
‘West Valley swimming pool is also 
to be put into proper order. 

New Structure Bullt 


We hear that the large building’ 
near the library is to be completed 
in July if possible for use this sum- 
mer. By order of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment, this building will accommo- 
date about 1,200 men, 

It is a re-inforeed concrete Bull 
ing, with steel windows and will 
have modern sanitation and heating. 
‘The building will contain lar; 
ture rooms, as well as accommodation 
for studenis and teachers. 

It is probable that this building 
will be used all the year round and 
not for summer use only; if $0 this 
will naturally bring a large number 
of people up here throughout the 
year. 

‘During the past week quite a num- 
ber of bungalows have been rented 
for government officials, s0 that is 
evident we may expect a number 
of conferences. this summer, 

‘The Kuling General Hospital is to 
be opened shortly, with Dr. Logan 
Roots in charge for the summer 
season. ‘The Shanghai Commercial 
and Savings Bank have already opened 
their summer office, which is a great 
convenience to Kuling people.

IMPROVED ROADS IN 
FUKIEN 


Good Bus Service Between 
Foochow and Amoy 
wont Our Own Conmsroxoevr 


Putien, Fu, May 22. 

Putien 1s a walled city with a 
population of some $0,000 people. 
It is ten miles from the coast, and 
is about halfway between Foochow 
and Amoy. After an absence of 
three years, your correspondent has 
now returned to Putlen, and is able 
to note the changes which have taken 
place during that period, 

‘The greatest improvement is in 
communications. A road now links 
us with Foochow and with Amoy. 
What is more, there is a regular 
bus service between these . two 
places which leave at appointed 
times. Recently one travelled in 
the newest type of bus put on thes 
roads. Tt is roomy, fitted with 
comfortable upholstered seals, and 
‘has a compartment at the back for 
luggage. It Is propelled by a Diesel 
engine using crude oil and is there- 
fore” more. economical” than those 
run with petrol engines. ‘The jour- 
ney to Foochow takes less ‘than 
four hours. Formerly it took at 
least two days, 
these buses leave in all. weather, 

ago only dilapidated 
‘on the roads and'a wet 
day put them out of business, the 
mud being too deep. But " now 
eater attention has been paid to 
the roads, and the foundations are 
least tolid, even if the surface 

is a bit rough. 

‘Troops Rescue Bandit Victims 

About two months ago a bus was 
held up by bandits between Putien 
and Foochow and all the _passen- 
fers were carried off into the hills. 
‘The Government troops got to work, 
however, and after five oF six Ww 
Founded ‘up the bandits and liberated 
their captives. Tt is vitally m= 
portant that these roads should be 
kept open and the Government may 
be given the credit for taking en- 
cergetic steps to keep them open, 

‘Not only passengers, but goods and 
mail ajso are transported regularly. 
‘long the roads. This means a great 

wing of time. Bridges too have 
received attention. Concrete arches 
have replaced the @imsy structures 
of a few years ago, which made a 
trip by car anything’ but a joy ride, 
Altogether the change in communi= 
‘cations is the most noticeable altera- 
ton after several years’ absenc 
‘There have been more changes 
the last five years than in the pre- 
ceding 500. 

Another significant change is the 
beginning of a modified form of 
conscription, which expects each 
family to produce one able-bodied 
man for military training, ‘These 
‘conseripts live at home, but have to 
turn out for military’ drill each 
evening or afternoon for three 
months, ‘The villages near the city 
have also to produce their quola, 
‘They turn out at the sound “of a 
gong which is beaten in the main 
streets, Whether this happens over 
the whole distriet, your correspond- 
ent is unable to ‘say. 

‘There cre still a few bandits in 
the disteiet, “About a fortnight ago 
group of soldiers stationed at a 
village between here and the next 
city of Sienyi were surrounded by 
bandits while they were having 
breakfast and their nine rifles were 
taken away, The sentry who was 
fon guard at the time was brought 
into ‘St. Luke's Hospital here with 
‘eight bullet holes in the body. 

‘When enquiries were made. it 
transpired that the bandits had 
sheltered in an adjacent village for 
the night, and the soldiers, being 
infuriated, dragged off thirty of the 
villagers as well as the headman to 
the Joeal yamen, on the charge. of 
harbouring bandits and not giving 
notice of their presence, 

Jn the common. belief of the 
people there is little change to re- 
port. During the past week great 
idol’ processions were held in. the 
city in honour of a local goddess, 
the patron of sailors, “Her” image

‘An amazing story concerning the 
pillaging of @ fortress and the sub- 
fequent capture and execution of 
nearly forty of the alleged bandits 
thas been received from the Hochuan 
disitict. ‘The inhabitants of the an- 
telent fortress of Tsuipingehai, num~ 
bering over a hundred weilsto-do_ 
families, lived a happy and contented 
life, ‘belleving themselves and their 
valuables secure from invasion. 

‘One night recently, however, a 
large band of bandits, who had bribed 
the guards on the walls, stole into 
the fortress ‘and captured it, Before 


leaving with booty in, the shape 
of firearms, silver dollars and 
other valuable loot, they staged 


‘an impromptu court, when the leaders 
Of the community were put on trial, 
‘and death sentences were passed on 
four of them. 

‘The latest report states that over 
120 suspects have now been arrested, 
‘and 38, who are sald to have openly 
confessed to the part they played 
fn the raid, have been executed. The 
bodies ‘were placed elther at 
scene of the robbery or in villages 
nearby as a warning to all outlaws.

They occupied one Mino 
chapel where they accorded the preach- 
fer considerable courtesy, They  in- 
Vited him to eat with them, which 
he did, ‘He was told that the Reds 
were there to do no harm, and all 

to do was to average up 
the property of the country, and 
then “there would be no poverty. 
Happily they did not stay Tong in any 
cone community.

Mr. Harpur was appointed to the 
Municipal Service in London in July, 
1902, having been selected for a post 
in the then Municipal Engineer's 
ofce by the late Mr. Gabriel James 
Morrison, M, Inst, CE. In 1908 Mr, 
Harpur was’ made Chief Engineering 
Assistant and in 1909 consequent

MORE SILVER SENT TO 
AMERICA 


$24,000,000 Worth of Yuan 
and Bars Loaded 


Another shipment of silver, valued 
approximately at, $24,000,000, ‘will be 
taken {o the United States by the ss. 
|President MeKinley, which sailed for 
Seattle on June 10. The consign 
ment, consisting of Chinese yuan and 
Bars, is the fourth to leave port fol- 
owing the conelusion of the monetary 
agreement — between the Chinese 
delegates and the US. Treasury De- 
partmen 

‘The silver bars, 10,000 in number, 
of $1,000 each, were carried from the 
Vault of the Central Bank of China to 
Klukiang Read jelty by lorries, while 
approximately 2,800 boxes of Chinese 
yuan were taken from the vault of 
the Bank of Communications. They 
were loaded on barges and taken 10 
the Dollar liner tied up at Nos. 12 
‘and 13 lower buoys.

Many Offers Made 

Mr. W. J. Keswick, managing dir- 
eclor of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson 
& Co, Lid, told a representative 
of the “North-China Herald” on 
Thursday that numerous offers had 
been made for. these archives, partl- 
cularly by American universities, but 
they were donated to Cambridge 
University. ‘The archives, with the 














the East India Company, are unique 
and trace not only trading develop- 
ment of the company, but of foreign 
trade “all over China. They were 
sent from Hongkong and are also ex- 
ceptional as they have withstood the 











Favages of time—ravages in such 
destructive forms as typhoons and 
white ants, 


Included with the archives are 
collection of stamps and old seals, 
which are valued at over £5,000. 

A record of this nature must bo. 
priceless, for it contains documents, 
Which if lost or destroyed could never 
be replaced. ‘There are bills of lad- 
ing from earliest times, ‘They were 
then of simple nature and always 
ended with a prayer that the “good 
ship” would reach its destination, and. 
with the word “Amen.” The evolu 
tion of the sailing ship to the steam- 
ship Is traced on these bills of lading. 
‘The earliest documents have in the 
top left hand corner the picture of a 
sailing ship, Later the picture is 
combined steam and sail ship; then 
@ paddle steamer, and finally only 
steam. Many of these carly bills of 
lading are. beautifully engraved. 

Mawatian Song 

Other documents relate to the days 
when Messrs, Jardine, Matheson & 
Co. were appointed ‘consul for a 
number of nationalities, and amongst 
them is to be found one stating that 
the King of the Hawaiians had adop- 
ted the tune of the British national 
anthem for his own use, supplying 
Hawaiian words, and, in’ return for 
the courtesy of being allowed to 
adopt the tune, giving th English 
translation, 

‘There are samples of cloths which 
were traded in’ those days, Silks 
Which have retained their colour re- 
markably; and gold and silver em- 
broidered silks. Other interesting 
documents include a portion of the 
first translation of the Bible into the 
Chinese language by the first fore- 
igner to master the Chinese hand- 
writing, Also a letter written and 
signed in English by a Chinese mer- 

iat in the days when it was for- 
idden by Imperial decree for the 
Chinese 10 use the English language.

COAL MINING FIRMS 
FORM JOINT OFFICE 


|| Avoidance of Competition and 


Mutual Assistance, Aim 


Preparations are being made by 
Chinese coal mining companies in the 
country to establish a joint oMce 
in. Shanghai for the purpose of de- 
vising such’ measures as to be of 
mutual benefit and helpful to. the 
sleady development of the industry. 
‘A imeeting of the preparatory com= 
mitlee was held on Monday, June 8, 
when it was decided that regulations 
governing the organization be drafted 
within a week, ‘The office is to be 
established within three months. 

‘The decision to organize a joint 
‘office was reached atthe National 
Coal Industry Conference which 
closed on June 3 at Nanking 
after three days' deliberations, “About 
50 representatives of the Ministries 
of Industry, Finance and Railways 
‘and coal mining companies attended. 
DiMeulties encountered by the coal 
mining companies due to competition 
‘and other factors were discussed. It 
Is hoped that the establishment of 
joint office will solve many’ problems, 
Particularly the avoidance of com- 
petition, 

Purpose of Conference 

Interviewed by a representative of 
the “North-China Herald,” a merchant 
who attended the conference. stated 
that in reply to enquiries by Mr. Wu 
Ting-chang, Minister of Industry, re~ 
garding the present condition of the 
industry, complaints against the 
burden of transportation charges. and 
taxation, tc, were made by coal 
‘merchants, while big companies ex- 
pressed apprehension over the in- 
erease of production by small com- 
panies. 

In. order {0 solve these problems, 
the Minister convened the conference 
during which he emphasized that 
the alm Is for self-control and not 
for state-conference, In his opening 
speech, he sal 

"In the matter of con) deposits, 
China gccuples third place Jn. the 
world, In 1929, the total output 
amounted (0 18,000,000 tons,» the 
‘excess Of coal exports over imports 
being 1,200,000 ons. After the Muke 
den Incident in 1981, the coal out: 

south of the Great Wall became 
Insufficient to meet the national de- 
mand. ‘The annual excess of import 
ed coal over exports amounted to 
1,000,000 “tons. In 1934, the. output 
increased 10 20,900,000 ions and the 
‘excess of Imports over exports was 
reduced to 220,000 tons. Last year, 
the output was further nereased (0 
21,000,000 tons and exports exceeded 
imports by 102,000 tons.” 

Joint Marketing 

In conclusion Mr. Wu said it! was 
‘evident that "the nation could not 
‘only be self-sufficient in coal supply 
but might “enjoy a surplus, ‘The 
dimculties that the coal companies 
‘were encountering, therefore, were 
ue not so much fo the burden of 
transportation charges and taxation 
but to foreign dumping and defects 
in_ marketing. methods. 

‘The ‘conference adopted the pro- 
posal of the Ministry of Industry’ for 
Joint marketing of coal, ‘This pro- 

ides that 
Sales districts be demarcated for 
different coal companies on the basis 
fof the locality of production and 
transportation facilities; the sales 
quota for each coal company to be 
fixed on. the basis of scope 
lis present “market in’ each aren; 
coat’ to be classified into differ: 
ent grades, and uniform ‘prives, 
to be fixed; the native coal companies 
to co-operate closely with one an= 
other so as to prevent foreign dump- 
ing on the domestic matket, and. the 
expenses caused by competition. 
among native coal mines to be saved, 
and employed for the development 
of foreign markets for Chinese coal.

The rise ond fall of the Manchu 
Dynasty was the subject of an add- 
ress given by Dr. ¥, S, Han, Profes- 
sor of Government at St. John's 
University, to. Rotarians at | their 
weekly luncheon gathering at the 
‘Metropole Hotel on Thursday. His his 
torical outline characterized the plt- 
falls into which « conquering nation 
1g apt to step unless led by able lead- 
fers.” First came dominance, then ah 
effort to win the sympathies of the sub- 
jected nation. Partial success resulted 
In false security and the ugly head 
of “squeeze” appeared, The down- 
ward grade of the Monchus ‘dated 
from the Opium Wars. Shortly after 
wards the kingdom was laid 

by famines and floods. Then 
the Taiping Rebellion ‘and in 1011, 
following the Boxer Rebellion, there 
‘was no backbone left and the dynasty 
dled ‘a natural death. 


Dr. Han introduced the Manchu 
peopie as a band of barbarous people 
Tnhabiting the mountalnous regions 
of the Sungar! River, uneducated and 
living on raw flesh,'who later came 
to overthrow the Ming Dynasty, The 
cities of the Lisotung Peninsula, he 
said, were taken by the Manchus 
through the folly of the Ming de 
fenders in most instances, 

Dr, Han showed several scrolls 
which were given to men who had 
istinguished themselves "in battle 
allowing the holders to draw free rice 
for a certain length of time. But th 
subjection of the Chinese people was 
never really accomplish 
said.

The 
last ‘Ming emperor was buried amid 
much pomp, and Chinese were allo 
ed. to. sign. themselves "on off 
documents by using the word “of 
lal,” instead of “slave,” as was the 
‘usual custom when the Manchus con 
quered a people. Although every 
endeavour Was made to gain the 
respect of scholars, these men were 
much opposed. to ‘their new rulers. 
Kang-hsl, especially, did all he could

Chien-lung succeeded Kang-hst and 
he added much territory’ to the 
‘Manchu empire, He made punitive 
‘excursions even as far as Burma, into 
‘Tibet, and Formoss. “Squeeze” came 
when men started to pay for their

Dr, Han gave instances of Tis. 1,855.26 
‘being pald, and Tis. 480 for a position 
for a boy of fifteen years old. Dr. 
Han did not speak for long on the 
decline of the Manchus, merely men- 
Yoning the Taiping rebellion, which 
Drought strife to the land for fifteen 
years and costs millions of lives.

THE HISTORY OF 
CALENDARS 


Analysis of Three Different 
‘Time-Keeping Systems 


‘That the Gregorian, Chinese, and 
‘Mayan calendars ‘all probably 
originated from the Egyptian one of 
4241 B.C, was but one of the int 
esting points mentioned by Dr. H. 
|Chatley in a leeture in the auditorium 
of the German School, 1 Great 
Western Road, on Tuesday, June 9, 
‘on the subject of "The Evolution of 
the Calendar,” with special reference 
{to the Chinese calendar, 

Dr. Chatley sald he’ proposed to 
show by an analysis of three different 
calendars how culture had diffused 
over the world and the extraordinary 

to ‘which ancient notions 
fingered and exhibited the evolution 
‘of thought. The three calendai 
jwere the Gregorian, one in general 
use, the Chinese ealendar and the 
Mayan calendar, all probably orl 
Jginating from the Egyplian one of 
4241 B.C, 

Based on the Nile 

Refore that date, the Egyptians had 
probably learned to imitate the 
halural irrigation of the Nile fore- 
shores and had developed a rough 
farmer's calendar by a lunar reckon: 




















ling of 12 moons of 30. days, but 
thereafter reference to the actual 
‘moon ‘was abandoned. The river 


begins to rise about June 15 owing 
to the rain coming down from 
‘Abyssinia and it was observed that 
the Star Sirius roso at dawn about 
this time of year and a year of 365 
Jdays independent of the moon was 
jdeduced. “About the Fifth dynasty 
this was connected with the Summer 
Solstice. ‘The Exyptian calendar of 
12 months of 30 days plus 5 days 
Was continued until Roman times, 
although it was known to have an 
error of about a quarter of a 
[Julius Caesar learned from Egypt 
his year and corrected the Roman 
calendar accordingly, giving our 
present calendar with’ Roman months 
and 305% days. With the quarter 
Jday correction, the Egyptian system 
still survives’ in Abyssinia and 
Jamongst the Parsees. Constantine 
introduced the planetary week which 
was also an Egyptian invention, Pope 
Gregory XIII in the 16th century 
Jomitted 10 days accumulated error 
jand ordered the future omission of 
3 leap years in every 400 years, 
‘This is our calondar which Mls the 
Solar year almost perfectly. 

‘The Chinese were aware of the 
}365% days sometime prior the Han 
fdynasly but preferred to retain the 
true lunar month for ordinary pur- 
‘poses, thus having two calendars, an 
astronomical one for weather and a 
Soli-lunar one for chronology which 
began at the new moon nearest to 
the 5th February (half way between 
the Winter solstico andthe Spring 
equinox). ‘The present Government 
has abolished this second calendar 
‘count of 60 days has also been 
used since Shang times but has no

‘The Mayan Calendar 

‘The Mayan calendar, lke the 
Egyptian one, has 360 days and 5 
surplus days, and was divided into 
18 periods of 20 days and one of 5 
Jdays, while parallel with it was a 
period of 260 days divided into 13 
parls of 20 days. Both systems wero 
used together, coinciding every 52 
years,

‘The signatories to the 


Agreement are the Ministers of Finance and Rallways and the represen- 
{atives of the British and Chinese Corporation and the China Development 
Finance Corporation, acting in joint syndicate, 


A nolable feature of the project is 
that, provision is included for the 
construction of a rail and highway 
‘bridge over the Chien Tang River 
near Hangchow, The bridge is the 
Joint enterprise of the Ministry of 
‘Railways and the Cheklang Provineial 
Government, 

Work on the bridge is in progress 
‘ond practically all the steelwork has 
arrived at the site, An advance of 
$2,500,000 was made by the syndicate 
Inst year towards the cost of the 
bridge and provision for repayment 
is Included in the loan, 

‘The great importance of through 
rail connection between the cities of 
Shanghai and Hangchow and. Ningpo 
is apparent, and access, either | to 
Ningpo or Hongehow, by’ train from 
the ‘busy town of ‘Shachsing will 











greatly facilitate the trade ot the 
latter city. ‘The length of the section 
of the railway, already working, from 
‘Ningpo westwards to Pakwan, where 
the line terminates at the Tsao Ngo 
River, is 77% kilometres, and there 
sa busy trame from Shaohsing, by 
road and river, to Pakwan Stallion, 
which is inconveniently small and 
restricted in facilities for handling 
the trae, ‘The distaneg of the un= 
completed’ section from Shaohsing. 
Pakwan is 30% kilometrss and pa: 
Sengers and goods have to be trans- 
ported across the ‘Tsao Ngo River by 
ferry to reach the railway station, 


‘When Bridge was Begun 

‘When ‘the railway, whieh had been 
constructed by provineial railway 
companies of Kiangsu and Chekiang, 
‘was taken over by the National Gove 
ernment in 1914, It was intended to 
prolong the section from Ningpo to 
Pokwan, og far as’ Shaohsing to tap 
the traffle from that town, A. con 
tract had been tet by the Provincial 
Company for the construction of the 
bridge over the ‘Tsao Ngo. River, 
tho foundations and the masonry piers 
had been completed, and the steel- 
work of the girders was shipped 
Europe. Owing, however, to 1 
break of tho European war, a steamer 
conveying one of the spans was sunk 
ear the Suez Canal, while the other 
span, which had been carried on to 
‘Tsinglag ond unloaded there, was 
damaged by shell-fire in the bombard~ 
‘ment of that port, and the bridge has 
never been completed, 

‘The length of the uncompleted 
section of the line from Shaohsing to 
the Chien ‘Tang River is about 48 
killometees, and th nse 
rae in passengers and goods across 
the tiver to Zahkou and Hangchow. 
‘Transportation across the river is 
effected by ferry boats towed by 
motor launches, and this is dimeult 
‘and inconvenient in the varying con- 
Aitions of the river and tid 

‘The total length of the gap, now 
to be linked up, from Pakwan to the 
Chien Tang River 1s thus about 78% 
kilometres. 


Completion of the Gap 

An outline of the undertaking in 
the past for the construction of this 
railway will_no doubt be of interest. 
{o the public in relation to the loan 
now {0 bo issued for its completion 
afler so many years. 

‘The agreement fora loan for the 
amount of £1,600,000 for the con- 
struction of the Shanghal-Hangchow- 
Ningpo Railway was made on March 
6, 1908, between the Board of For- 
eign Affairs and tho Board of Com- 
munications, representing the Gov- 
‘ernment of China, and the British and 
Chinese Corporation, and the Ioan 
was issued in’ London on May 26, 
1908. “At that period, there was an 
active movement for ‘construction of 
railways as provincial enterprises, 
‘and, actually, the live trom Shanghai 
to Hangchow was constructed on its 
resent location by two provineial 
railway companies—one for the por- 
tion of the line passing through the 
province of Kiangsu, and another for 
the portion of the line in the prov. 
snee of Cheklang, 

‘The proceeds of the loan which had 
been issued In London, and were held 
on behalf of the Chinese Government, 
could not therefore be ulllized for 
the construction or completion of the 
ine until the controversy between 
the Central Government and the pro- 
vinelal governments was settled, By 
1914, however, the Central Govern- 
ment, had concluded arrangements 
for the inclusion of this railway in 
the National Government system, and 
resumption agreements were accord 
ingly entered into between the 
‘Ministry of Communications and the 
British and Chinese Corporation to 
provide for payment, from the funds 
of the 1908 lon,’ of the agreed 
‘amounts representing the actual value’ 
of the sections constructed under the 
auspices of the two provincial gov- 
ernments, At the same time, pro- 















































vision was made for the joint 
‘administration of the Shanghal-Hang- 
‘chow-Ningpo Railway with the Nan- 
kking-Shanghal Railway, and a Sune 
lon line between tho two raltways, 
via Jessfteld was put in hand and 
‘Subsequently completed, 
Improvements in Line 
Certain improvements in the line 
‘as constructed by the provineial eom- 
ponies were necessary, such as exten- 
sion of and additions'to bridges, and 
‘afler completion of these and’ con- 
‘struction of the junetion, and payments 
o the provineial railway companies 
lunder the resumption agreements, the 
proceeds of the 1908 loan were’ ex: 
hausled and no funds were available 
for the construction of the uncom- 
pleted portion of the rallway—in fact, 
the final instalment due to the pro- 
vinelal allway companies was not 
fully paid, and the balance due to 
them is provided for in the new loan, 
It was intended, and provision was 
made in the 1908 loan agreement and 
In the resumption agreements, to issue 
‘supplementary loan for the com- 
pletion of the railway, but the out- 
‘break of the European War prevented 
the flotation, snd subsequent condi- 
tions in the foreign money-market, 
and circumstances affecting the credit 
of the Chinese railways, rendered it 
impossible to provide for the com- 
pletion of the line up to the present 
32. 


In’ considering the completion of 
the railway it was not proposed 
the time to construct 
the Chien Tang River at Zahkou, as 
the project was costly and it was 
thought that a ferry. service scross 
the river would meet requirements 
of trae for some years. But the 
recent construction of the Hangchow- 
Kiangshan Rallway and the extensive 
dovelopment of ‘highways by the 
Chekiang Provincial Government, 
with the increasing density of the 
present ferry traffle across the river, 
hhas rendered the construction of the 
bridge most desirable for the require- 
ments of through rail and road 
transportation, 

Redemption of 1908 Loan 

‘The term of the 1908 loan wi 
thirty years, amortization, at the F: 
‘of £75,000 ‘per annum, ‘commencing 
after ten years. ‘This ‘loan was’ re- 
deemed last year with funds advanced 
by the syndicate, and repayment of 
tho advance of £225,000 is provided 
for from the Loan, In considering 
the suitability of Issue of a loan for 
the completion of the railway, includ- 
ing the construction of the Chien 
‘Tang Bridge, it was felt that the in- 
terest could’ only be secured by a 
second lien upon the revenues of the 
existing Jing, and that it would be 
dimeult to provide for the amortiza- 
tion of a new Joan until 1934, after 
the expiration of the 1908 loan, Tt 
‘was therefore considered advisable 
to redeem the outstanding portion of 
the 1908 loan so as to free the entire 
revenues of the existing line as 
security for the interest and redemp- 
tion of the new completion loan. 

Th addition to the sum of £225,000 
‘and $2,800,000 already advanced ' by 
the syndicate, $200,000 Is to be allotted 
for payment’ of the balance due to 
the "provinelal railway companies 
from the new loan, Two-thirds of 
the cost of the Chien Tang Bria 
the estimated total for which 1s about 
$6,000,000, is also to be provided from 
the new Toan; the Chekiang Provineial 
Government,’ under agreement with 
the Ministry of Railways, will bear 
the other third of the cost of the 
bridge, In view of the conditions, as 
mentioned before, that it is to be a 
combined rail and highway bridge 
‘and the joint undertaking of the 
Ministry of Railways and the Pro- 
vineial Government, ‘The balance of 
the loan is to be ‘expended on the 
completion of the line from the Chien 
‘Tang River to Pakwan, including the | 
construction of the bridge over the 
‘Tsao Ngo River, and for equipment 
of the line and ‘improvements, 

Security of Revenue 

‘This completion Ioan will enjoy a 
position, as to security for payment 
of interest and redemption from the 
revenues of the line, differing from 
that of a loan for the construction of 
a new railway. As the major portion 
of the railway is already in being and 
is producing ample revenue to meet, 
the service of tho loan, it has been 
deemed advisable, as a measure of 
extra caution, to have the entire’ 
Fevenue of the whole completed line 
and seventy per cent, of the rates 
‘and tolls from the Chien Tang Bridj 
pledged as security without any en- 
‘cumbrance. 

Under the schedule of interest and 



































quired for the first five years will be 
$1,101,013.03, Tt will be seen there 
Tore that the new loan is well socured 
from the current net revenue, while 
the completion of the section from 
Pakwan to the Chien Tang River, 
which can be constructed in litte 
over a year, will certainly result in 
‘a considerable increase in revenue 
‘and provide additional security. 
Payment of Interest 

‘A particularly satisfactory feature 
‘of the present completion loan is that 
It fs laid down that payment of both 
the half-yearly interest and the an- 
nual redemption is to be made by 
monthly instalments, which are to 
bbe deposited in the banks charged 
with tho service of the loan and held 
by them until the due dates for pay- 
‘ment of interest and instalments of 
redemption to the bondholders. This 
is an undoubted safeguard against un- 
foreseen contingencies and eliminates 
any possible dimeulty which might 
confront the railway were it to try 
fo find considerable lump sums at 
‘once on the dates when interest and 
redemption fall due, ‘The term of the 
new loan is 25 years, and redemption 
commences in the sixth year and is 
completed in twenty instalments, The 
annual instalments of redemption are

Schedule of Amortization 

In order to secure regular pay- 
‘mont of the service of the 1908 Loan, 
the balance of which is now re 
deemed, the Ministry of Railways, In 
1992, instituted a Special Reserve Ac- 
count into which ten per cent. of the 
ross earnings of the railway were 
deposited at ten-day intervals. In

ese, of course, Were unarmed, The 
police ‘oMeer with his armed, “men 
{hreatened o arrest the conductor of 
the singing, who applied to Mr. Lock- 
wood of the Y.M.C.A. to lead him out 
‘of the place, as soon as the concert 
was over. ‘Thus, the conductor de- 
clared, he could guarantee that the 
meeting would end peacefully, while 
hhis arrest might lead to serious dis 
{urbanees. After this, Mr. Lockwood 
marched up to him and led him out, 
while the boy, scouts lined the path 
with thelr sticks, Mr. Lockwood and 
the conductor of the concert thon 
drove off in q car. ‘The spectators of 
the meeting, howover, seemed anxi~ 
fous about his fate, And as he had 
asked them all to go to the police 
‘lation, in case he should be arrested, 
‘a erowd gathered around the Police 
Station at the West Gate. This was, 
howover, alter the meeting at the 
Publi Sports Ground was over, at 
about 12.30, Furthermore, the crowd 
there assembled was not a “mob,” but. 
mostly young people who were anxi- 
‘ous to know about the fate of their 
conductor. ‘The police asserted that 
nobody had been arrested. Upon ine

‘The erowd before the Police Station 
then discussed Ina perfect orderly 
manner means to locate Mr. Liu, the 
singing conductor. In the meantime, 
‘a mowenger arrived stating that 
Mr. Liu had safely arrived 
at “his home, ‘The crowd thon dis- 
perted happily, singing one of their 
favourite songs, the “Pioneers” of the 
Chinese moving pleture, "Big Road.” 

‘As an eye witness 1 felt it my dut 
to give a true report, boeause Chines 
participants of the meeting might not 
See the news published in foreign 
papers, and the foreign public might 
be misled to believe that somo dis- 
orderly Hot had been nipped in the 
bud by the vigilance of the armed 
forces. : 

Tn this connection, it ts also note- 
worthy that the policemen at the 
West’ Gale showed no hostility to- 
wards the erowd, Besides, the whole 
“sloge” Tasted at the utmost half an 
hour, It is simply ridiculous to be- 
Neve that a erowd should have 
gathered at the West Galo Police 
Station at 11 am, while the meoting 
at the Sports Ground lasted until 
after 12.

thirty workers. Following publicity 
in your columns on the matter, 
have read the two. reports which 
have emanated from the collabora- 
lion of the Henry Lester Institute of 
‘Medical Research and the Industrial 
Section of the Shanghal Municipal 
[Counell, and it would certaluly ap~ 
pear that the unpaid labour called 
Enprentices is to be found largely in 
‘small undertakings employing fewer 
than 90 workers, It would shus seem 
that the Chinese Government has not 
yyel passed the law which will give 
Universal protection to’ youthful 
labour. 

‘As Thave watched the great volume 
of laws on one phase or another 
Which tas been passed by the Legis 
lative Yuan in recent years T have 
had the feeling that much of It must 
Jremain’a dead letter because to be 
feffective it must be applied and all 
the resource of government would 
‘not’ be sufflcient 19 supervise the ap- 
lication of all that has already been 
promulgated. But I am not sure that 
T'am not mistaken. Laws on the 
‘stalule "book whieh offer’ protection 
fare valuable, if they can only be 
invoked when they aro noeded. If

The deceased, 
who was employed by A. 8. Watson & 

Co, died in a como, medical evidence 

at ihe inquest pointing to the taking 

of a large dose of a compound 
similar to veronal as the cause of 
death. In adjourning the case, the 

Coroner remarked that the botile 

might have some bearing on the case, 

as. the only bottle containing a 

Veronal ‘compound consisted of an 

‘unopened bottle of sodium amytal. 
Dr. A. Kesslar, who was in the 

Country’ Hospital ‘when Mr. Greaves 

‘was brought in, described his condl- 

tion as “moribund, blue spots all 

‘over the body especially the back.” 

There was no pulse, and only ‘a 

slight vibration ‘of the heart muscle; 

his extremities were cold. He gave 
fone deep breath as he was taken out 

‘of the ambulance, and appeared to 

be suffering from asphyxia. Dr, 

Kesslar described how he injected 

coramin, an active remedy, to no 

effect, as Mr. Greaves died within a 

very ‘few minutes. 

"The post-mortem examination was 
conducted by Dr. S. K. Squires, who 
sald that there were "no signs of 
violence, and death appeared to be 
due to 2 coma which had caused the 
respiration contre to stop working. 
‘An analysis showed the presence of 
7% grains of veronal, which was 
found in the stomach ‘and urine, but 
this did not account for any in the 
‘blood, muscles, and other organs, of 
the body. 

‘Time of Dose Uncertain 

He could not say how long before 
death the dose of veronal was taken. 
“He may have taken something like 
30 grains and gone to sleep for 
several hours.” concluded Dr. 
‘Squires. “If he had taken 100 grains 
he would tend to go into a deep 
‘coma and die rapidly.” 

‘Describing the deceased's actions 
the night before he died, Miss Hilda 
Greaves, daughter, said that she had 
dinner with her father, when he 
complained of hhis salary’ being cut. 
“After working for 29 years, it broke 
his heart to think it had been cut,” 
‘she ‘went on. She went to bed at. 
11 o'clock, and did not see her father 
‘again that evening, although _he| 
called out half an hour later to ask

Ware, this con- 
cluding. the evidence. : 

Tn adjourning the ease, the Coroner 
said that the ‘medical evidence went 
to show that death was caused by a 
‘coma produced by some compound 
similar to veronal. ‘The only bottle 
containing any such drug was the 
unopened. bottle of sodium amytal, 
but, as Mr. Mennle had testified, it 
would have been easy for the de- 
ceased to obtain some loose tablets 
‘of veronal from the shop. “The 
mysterious bottle marked ‘Abs, Al- 
cohol’ might have some bearing,” he

Accused is charged with 
the murder of another Indian named 
Farid Buksh at the watehmen's quar- 
ters of the National Industrial Bank 
of China, Peking Road, on the night 
of Friday, May 29. 

‘At the ‘commencement of Friday's 
proceedings, Mr. Livingstone applied 
for leave to add two further charges 
to the original accusation, that of 
wounding an Indian named Khair Din 
at Shanghal on May 20 with intent to 
murder him, and of wounding a Chi- 
fiese named’ Han Pno-san ‘with intent 
to murder him, on the same date. 
21 witnesses are to be called for the 
prosecution, 

Detective Sub-Inspector J. C. Dick 
son, altached to the fingerprint bureau 
‘of the Shanghal Municipal Police, 
testified to having taken different 
photographs of the scene of the al 
Teged crime on various dates, after 
having received instructions on May 
28, the day of the alleged murder. 

Dr. Gerald Chambers, acting super 
intendent of the General Hospital, 
said that at 5.10 am, on Friday, May 
20, he examined the body of the mur- 
dered man. He had several serious 
Injurles, and as a result of those in- 
juries he died at $45 on the same 
Gay. He also examined another In- 
dian by the name of Khair Din, and 
found that he had severe contusion 
of the right knee, and contusions ond 
abrasions of the left forearm. 

‘Mr. Livingstone: Were his injuries 
likely to endanger his life?—No, T did 
‘not consider them to be serious. 

















Blow from Blunt Instrument 
‘the cause of the injuries, witness 
stated, might have been a blow from 
f blunt instrument, ‘The blow would 
not necessarily have been a severe 
one. Khair Din was not likely to 
suffer any perment injury 9s a result. 
Dr. S20. Tsoong-ung, registered 
medical practitioner, sald that at 5.10 
am. on May 29, he examined Han 
Pao'san, one ‘of those alleged 
to have been injured by the 
accused, and found open wounds in 
the scalp, under one of which a bone 
hhad been cracked. Ho immediately 
prepared the injured man for an 
operation. At the time when he first 
saw him, it soemed quite possible 
that he might die from his injuries. 
Tt was probable that the cause of these 
injuries was a blow from a heavy 
Instrument. “He was. not likely lo 
suffer any permanent injury, / 
Dr. S. K. Squires, police surgevn, 
eave evidence of having carried out 
Ja. post-mortem examination on the 
deceased.

‘Witness told Umar Din to make a 
report to his employers at the bank, 
as the case did not come under his 
own jurisdiction, “By his insttuetions, 
the two parties came to the office on 
the following day when Farid Buksh 
denied knowledge of the report con: 
cerning the prostitutes. He swore on 
the Koran that he bore no. animosity 
‘against Umar Din, and that he had 
never abused him.” Witness later told 
‘Umar Din that it wat very dimeult 
to find employment nowadays, and 
advised him to work together with 
Farld Buksh without any trouble. At! 
that time, he regarded the matter as 
a trivial matter and he had the same 
kind of complaints made to him many 
times a day. 

‘Witness later saw accused in the 
charge room of the Central Police 
Station on May 29. Later, in the de- 
teetive oMee, he took down a state- 
ment by the accused, and read It out 
to him in his native language. He 
conversed with the accused In Hin- 
dustani during his interviews with him 
‘on May 27, 28 and 29, 

‘Two eye-witnesses of the alleged 
murder gave evidence against Umar 
Din, on Saturday” and both told 
very similar reports of the elreum- 
stances of the murder, “Ahmud Ali, 
‘who was in the room at the time 
of the alleged murder, was the frst 
to give evidence, and’ the testimony 
of Khalr Din, one of those alleged 
to have been injured by the accused, 
was then taken, 

‘Witness stated that at 11:30 p.m. on 
the night of the alleged murder he 
dined with Farid Buksh at a Chinese 
staurant, and afterwards he started 

‘make’ towards Farid Buksh’s 
quarters, ‘The latter requested him 

‘the night, ond he agreed to 
Deceased’s quarters were on 
the ground floor of the bank, | Wit- 
ness recognized the accused as Umar

Awakened by Beating 

Farld Buksh did not greet Umar

witness continued. Witness got into 
bed and went to sleep, and the next 
thing that he remembered toole place 
fon the following morning, when he 
woke up and saw Umar Din striking 
Farid Buksh.

The state 
fof the books had nothing to do with 
the robbery itself. ‘The first time that 
it had been suggested that Pinto was 
responsible for the robbing of the 
bank was in the evidence of the ast 
witness. “The police had done thelr 
best to find out who was responsible 
for the robbery, but they had not 
found that the Pinto Bank or any of 
its employees were responsible. Tt 
was probably arranged, he declared, 
by the same gang as had performed 
the same kind of trick before, once 
to a jewellery firm in the same block 

the Pinto Bank, which was burgled 
about {wo years ago, and once again 
‘when the premises of Sennet Freres 
was burgled, about a year ago, They 
must consider the fact that Pinto's 
premises were burgled as being apart 
from the case, 

Tt was absurd'to say that a person 
with average intelligence would have 
talked about having a robbery of his 
Premises two years before it wat 
‘supposed to take place, and to have 
prepared his books accordingly, ‘The 
alleged mistakes in the books had 
probably been made in the best of 
faith, No bank would carry on for 
months, and even years, and fix a 
definite date on which a burglary w 
to take place, 


Entries Under Assumed Names 

‘There was one point which had 
probably surprised and possibly 
shocked the court, and this was the 
fentries in the account books under 
ssumed names, Strielly speaking, 
{such a procedure was not etiquette, 
‘but they must consider the country 
in which they were living, and the 
‘clrcumstances existing in’ Shanghai 
were such that it was not surprising. 
that Pinto had accounts under as 
sumed names. All people in business 
knew it as a fact that assumed names 
were used for accounts. A previous 
witness, trom the firm of Messrs. 
Lowe, Bingham and Matthews, had 
Jdenled knowledge of the practice, 
Dut he would refer the court to an 
article in a local newspaper dealing 
with the subject, 

Pinto's business was lending money. 
‘There was nothing dishonourable in 
that but people did not lke thelr 
‘names mentioned in connection with 
it, ‘Those who borrowed money from 
Pinto asked him not to mention their 
ames in the books. ‘They had also 
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hheurd that a considerable smount of 
money, over $40,000 in bank notes, 
yhad been scen in the safes, If Pinto 
‘wanted the ood position of the bank 
proved in the most conclusive man- 
ner, he had only to eamouftage the 
real amount by wrapping it up in 
Paper and making it look much more 
than it really was. It had also been 
stated that Pinto's business was not 
jsuch that there would have been 
such a considerable amount of money. 
in the safes at the time of the rob- 
bery, 
Moneylenders’ Meth; 

“But these moneylenders keep their 
money in cash," declared M, de Ruffe, 
‘they do not give cheques because 
they deduct trom the money given 
the interest to be pald, which is often 
more than the law permits, Money- 
lenders very rarely’ advance money 
to their customers by cheque.” 

Afler pointing out four alleged mis- 
fakes in the report of the police, M. 
de Ruffe said that it had never been 
proved that the business purchased 
by Mrs, Cacelopoli was a faked con- 
cern, ‘The court could not condemn 
Pinto because the element of doubt 
‘was too great. ‘There may have been 
mistakes made, but the premeditated 
intention to defraud the insurance 
company had not been proved, He 
would not speak of the evidence of 
the last witness.

‘tribute, but he was entitled to declare 
before the House that he had never| 
consciously given away any secret] 
Budget information, 


Not to Contest By-election 

Although he had been advised to! 
resign his seat and to contest the by-| 
election, Mr. Thomas proceeded, the| 
dictates’ of his conscience prevented 
him from following that course, 

‘He thanked all parties for "thelr! 
kindness and generosity during his 27| 
years’ membership of the House, and| 
hoped ‘that he had contributed 1o| 
what to-day was almost the only 
Bulwark of democrat government In 
the world. 

‘As he sat down amid sympathetic| 
applause from some benches, says| 
Havas, Mr. ‘Thomas was obviously 
struggling "to control his emotion. 
Then he stood up again, amid dead| 
silence. Moving toward. the contra 
he bowed slightly to the Speaker and 
lett the House. 

Mr. ‘Thomas was followed by Sir 
Alfred Butt, who emphatically denied 
that any Cabinet Minister, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, had disclosed any 
‘confidential information, 

‘He complained of the grave injustice 
because tha findings were upon evi- 
dence which did not justify the trial. 

“The resignations will necessitate by- 
elections in Derby, for which Mr. 
‘Thomas has sat continuously since 
1910, having been returned at the last

turned Sir Alfred Bult as a Conserv: 
tive member since 1922.” 

‘Tho debate was opened by the Prime| 
Minister, Mr. Stanley Baldwin, who| 
emphasized ihe difference between 
the Judiciat ‘Tribunal which Parlia-| 
ment had constituted for the purpose} 
of inquiry into the Budget disclosures| 
‘and an ordinary court of law since, 
he said, grave injustice would be done| 
to the ‘two members affected by the 
report if distinction were overlooked 
and they were regarded as having| 
been found guilty of a criminal act.

It was his responsible, though dis- 
tasteful, task ag leader of the House| 
fo move that the report of the Tri- 
bunal be accepted. 

Mr. ‘Thomas, whose long public 
career was well-known and whose 
Joyal co-operation in the Government| 
of which he was now the head he| 
gratefully acknowledged, had ree-| 
ognized that the House was bound to| 
accept the findings of the Tribunal, 
concerning which Mr. Baldwin de- 
clared that they all acknowledged the

In resigning from Parliament; while

‘The Founding Fathers when thoy 
wrote the Constitution — imagined 
that the President would be chosen 
by the Presidential electors from 
‘among those who had demonstrated 
thelr ability and achleved national 
prominence in some eld. ‘The party 
delegates chose their Presidential 
candidate for the same reason. He 
need not have achieved that’ pro- 
minenee solely in polities. Will 
Rogers who achieved national pro- 
minence as a humorist received 22 
votes at the last Democratic Con- 
vention.

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BLIND CHINA 
By Kunmwos 


Changsha, which is now the centre 
of a concentration of Government 
troops to withstand the advance of 
forees from Kuangtung — and 
‘Kwangsl, who are supposedly form- 
ing the spear head of 2 movement 
against Japan, is well-known for 
a number of different things. Tt is 
the home of the Yale University in 
China; it is the cupital of the 
province of Hunan; it has been 
Iooted from time to time by Com- 
munists; and it has the distinetion| 
of having turned out the leader 
‘who was largely responsible for 
the suppression of the Taiping’ 
rebellion, Less known Is the fact 
that It is also the home of the first 
school in China for blind girls, 
which has been courageously cai 
ried on by German women since| 
1908. ‘The regulations concerning | 
the ‘export of money from the| 
Reich, which have been enforeed 
‘since the Great War, have made 
the financial position of these mis- 
sionaries extremely precarious, yot 
they carried on and succeeded 'in a 
most remarkable manner in build~ 
ing up an institution which must| 
‘command the admiration of every- 
jane who comes lo hear of it, 








‘The school was opened in a very 
small way. The first pupil was a. 
blind girl who was brought inv by 


her uncle, scantily clad and shiver- | 


ing. She was taken in hand by the, 
missionaries, bathed and doctored, 
and it was’ learned that she had 
been discarded by the mother of the 
youth to whom she had been 
betrothed because disease had 
destroyed her eyesight. When the 
handicap of blindness made it plain. 
that she would not be a suitable 
wife, she was put out on the streets, 
to beg, and her prospective mother- 
inslaw took the proceeds, Her 
reception into the Mission School 
proved her salvation from more 
points of view than one. Upon 
such a pathetic foundation has been’ 
built up an institution which now, 
houses fifty-cight women and girls 
similarly aMicted. In China the. 
ot of the girl child has never been 
fortunate, and for the blind girl it 
has been especially hard. Children. 
suffering from this handicap have 
‘as often as not been left to die on 
rubbish heaps or sold to white 
slave traffickers for the few dollars 
that they will felch. ‘The work 
begun by these German Jadies thus 
met an urgent need which could 
bbe fulfilled by no other source. 











‘The story of the growth of this 
blind institution reads more like 
somothing out of the Acts of the 
Apostles than anything in modern 
times. When China joined in the 
World War, the German ladies in 
charge were ordered to evacuate, and 
there was a prospect of their institu 
tion being left to look after itself. 
Petitions from pupils and the 
response of the gentry in the 
neighbourhood caused the local 
government to give permission for 
them to stay, and though they were 
cut off from their main source of 
income from Germany, they 
managed to tide over the 'dimeult 
period until the end of the war. 
British and American support in 
the erlsis was largely responsible 
for this, In the meantime the ladies 
never ceased from their rescue 
work. ‘They had often to put up 
with setbacks and disappointments. 
On one occasion they received into 
their home a young Chinese beggar 
girl, dirty and In torn clothes, who 
told them that she had neither 
home nor relatives. In a fow days 
the girl, washed and properly tend- 
ed, blossomed out into a clever and 
attractive child. What was the 
disappointment of the ladies in 
charge when at the end of that 
period a Chinese beggar, carrying 
‘on his back a leprous boy, claimed 
the child as his son’s betrothed. 
‘There was nothing to be done 
about it exept to let the beggar 
fake away the child, despite her 
Yamentations and weeping. Cases 
like this have been frequent in the 
tragic history of this little, and 
isolated missionary institution. 

As the reputation of the institu 
tion grew, missionaries from all 





sufferers to Changsha. ‘The ladies, 
operating the institute were as-| 
sisted by other missionaries, one of 
whom devised a system of Chinese| 
braille. ‘This system opened up a 
new era for Chinese blind girls. At| 
first it was impossible to have books 
printed in this braille, because of| 
the expense, and the girls had to| 
take down the contents of their text 
books from dictation. Many of the 
text books so transcribed in the 
carly stages of the institute proved 
extremely useful to pupils follow- 

on. In 1929, when the Com- 
‘munists captured Changtha and 
Yooted the place thoroughly, they 
entered the institution and, seizing 
all these books, made a bonfire of 
them on the floor of the main school 
room. Years of hard work and 
‘accumulated knowledge then went 
up in smoke. At that time the 
German ladies in charge of the in- 
stitution had been forced to leave 
the city, since it was well known| 
that the Communists desired to| 
capture as many foreigmers as pos- 
sible. More than thirty blind 
Chinese girls were therefore left in 
}the care of Chinese helpers. Their 
home was looted clean, but they 
themselves suffered no evil, as thelr 
pathetic plight struck a chord of 
sympathy in the hearts of the Com-_ 


munist leaders. 





A disaster such as this had very’ 
serious effects upon the finances of 
the institute, and it is little short of 
miraculous that they manage to re- 
cover. The story of this recovery| 
is told in a booklet written by 
Mathilde Vasel and is entitled 
“From Darkness Into Light” and 
published by the Christian Book 
Room, 3 Quinsan Gardens, Shang- 
hal. "This booklet describes the 
dally life of the institution, ‘The 
girls rise at 6 am. and breakfast 
on rice gruel. Though blind, they 
do all their own chores. ‘After 
breakfast they are divided into five 
classes according to their ability; 
and the length of tholr stay ia the 
institution. ‘They are taught the 
usual subjects. It Is, of course, 
easier for the teachers when the 
girls have learnt the secrets of 
braille, but until then there are 
‘numerous obstacles to be overcome. 
They are taught braille by means 
of little fat boxes in which are a 
number of partitions, Each partition 
has holes which correspond to the 
perforations of braille writing. 
Little horn-nails are stuck in the: 
holes and so the beginners learn 
to fecl the letters which later they | 
are to read with their fingers on the 
perforated surface of paper. With 
these boxes they are taught ad- 
dition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division, learning arithmetic 
as seeing children do. 

At meals the children are seated 
eight at a table. Each is given a 
bow! of rice—as many bowls as she 
wants—and is helped to bean curd 
and vegetables from dishes in the 
middie of the table by assistants 
who have the use of their eyes. 
They are taught to knit and sew 
and do other things by which they 
can help to meet the cost of their 
upkeep. For each finished piece of 
‘work the girls are given a third of 
the price; one third is reckoned, 
against the cost of their support; 
and with the remaining third new 
material is purchased. One of the 
‘most prominent patrons of the in- 
stitution is Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek, who attended one of the an- 
nual'sales and purchased a sweater 
‘made by one of the girls. In addition 
to clothing, the girls make doilies of 
the finest ‘thread, and dresses for 
dolls which would delight the heart 
of any foreign child. One girl, who 
is not considered sumeiently clever 
for knitting or sewing, has been de-. 
puted to the ask of looking after 
the institution's chickens, and_this| 
she manages to do with the skill of| 
a professional. She apparently, 
needs no eyes to sce whether the 
‘whole of her flock are present, and| 
tends them and collects their eggs 
unerringly.

INTIMATE SKETCHES OF CHINESE LIFE 


Unsung Martyr of the Revolution: Student-Patriot’ 
Who Met an Untimely Death 


Br RW. Swittow: 


It was just before the Revolution 
in 1911, that the movement against 
the Manchus was spreading rapidly 
throughout the lower Yangize prov- 
inces. Everywhere men were mect- 
ing seerelly and preparing for the 
great day, while in the schools and 
colleges the doctrines of revolution 
were being almost openly preached. 

‘The chief dimculty was to make a 
beginning, for the conspirators ‘were 
foo weak as yet to openly declare 
their independance and there seemed 
nothing to do except {o walt for thelr 
opportunity. 

‘We are concerned, however, with 
only one of these people, and he was 
@ student whom we will call Yang 
Chang-fu. ‘To look at him one would 
not have thought that he had in him the 
‘making of a revolutionary hero. ‘The 
son of a wealthy official family, he 
was more noted for his successes on 
the athletic field than in the class. 
room. A tall, well-made young fel- 
low with a smiling face and an even 
temper, he was popular amongst his 
fellow’ students ‘and the leader of 
many of thelr games and escapade 

‘As he listened to a fervent speech 
made by one of the revolutionary 
leaders, who had come into the col- 
lege to hold a seeret meeting, the fire 
burned into his soul and he resolved 
that he would not wait any longer, 
ut join at ohce the ranks of those 
who were working for the freedom 
of their country. 


Prepared to Risk Life 
Without informing any of his 
fellow students, he sought out the 
speaker, whose words had affected 
hhim so, and pleaded with him to be 
given an opportunity to. work. the 
common cause. He did not care 
whether the task alloted him was 
@angerous or not. He had two 
youhger brothers to take his place 
if anything happened (o him and he 
‘was prepared to risk his life for his 
country. 

‘The revolutionary leader was 
greatly impressed with his earnest- 
ness and introduced him to one of 
his colleagues, who was in charge 
of the forward movement. 

‘The offer of our student was 
accepted and he was informed that. 
they. wished a message to bo taken 
to one of thelr numbers, who was 
working secretly in Honan, preparing | 
for the revolution there. "He would 
bbe: given a letter to the person in 
question, which must on no account 
fall into’ the hands of their enemies, 
‘as it contained matters of great im- 

















been admitted has beon such that 
only miracles could have preserved 
‘thelr lives. Some of the children 
have been so misused before enter- 
‘ing the Institution that thoy seem 
quite incapable of keeping up with 
others in the ordinary classes. And 
the ladies in charge have often 
been called upon to exorcise con- 
siderable ingenuity in finding tasks 
‘of which they are capable. Some 
of these children. have shown 
marked musical ability, which has 
beon exploited by their teachers on 
the piano and the organ. A typical 
story of one of the inmates, must 
bring this account of the activities 
of the Institution to an end, 
“Martha was put by her own 
mother into a home for foundlings. 
‘As soon as she was big enough, she

got nothing to eat Cold winter 
weather brought no respite from 
begging to the poor little blind girl, 
and her feet became  frostbitten. 
‘As she received no attention, the 
frost, bites became open sores, and 
in this condition missionaries at 
‘Hanyang, Hupeh, found her and put 
her in thelr hospital. In spite of 
‘medical treatment, both feet had to 
‘be amputated. ‘The nurse told her 
to be careful not to get the 
‘bandages loose, thus preventing her 
‘going home soon. Next morning the 
nurse found the bandages entirely 
off: Martha was not anxious to 
‘go home. But the Lord had already 
prepared a real home for her in 
‘our school for the blind. On July 
8, 1909, she was brought to us, and 
afler careful treatment she’ was 
able to go about on her knees. 
Having other ailments, she was 
thout pain, yet she suf- 
‘great patience. Once 
when one of the missionaries was 
caring for her, she said to Martha, 
*You are really a poor Lazarus’: ‘Oh 
no! she answered, ‘Lazarus was 
much worse off than I! He had no 
‘one who loved him—only the dogs 
came and licked his sores, but T 
have so much love, an some one]

He put up at a well-known Chinese 
hotel and gave out that he had come 
to visit some friends who had been 
fellow-students and who were con- 
nected with one of the colleges. 

‘He was reading in his room when 
an offer entered accompanied by 
several soldiers armed with Mauser 
pistols. “They were making thelr 
usual inspection of the hotel, and he 
apparently satisfied them, ‘as they 
went away without troubling him. 


‘The sharp-witted oMfcer, however, 
had noticed that his accent betrayed 
hhim as a native of Hupel, and they 
hhad just received word that a number 
of revolutionaries had left that dis- 
trlet and were proceeding northwa 
He also saw the overcoat and the 
new leather bag, and although he 
did not betray himself, the officer's 
suspicions were rolised and he deter- 
mined to make inquiries about this 
unusual kind of visitor.

‘The condemned youth asked one of 
the guards to give the beggar what 
he asked for, and this was followed 
by a request ‘for his coat, which was 
fay.

‘Shortly after this the Revolution 
broke out and those who had sent 
him on his mission were occupled 
with the life and death struggle ‘and 
forgot about the youth whom they 
had sent to the front. Mis family 
‘made enquiries, but beyond learning 
that he had left school, supposedly 
for home, they could not find out 
snything ‘as to what had happened, 
and finally decided that hey must 
have lost his life during the turmoll 
which followed the outbreak of hosti- 
ities. 

I knew nothing about him until 1 
saw him being rushed through the 
streets, escortéd by armed jyuards 
‘and with a crowd following him, A 
few minutes afterwards I heard’ the 
fatal shot. 

‘The execution created a passing, 
interest on account of the fact that 
though the youth was evidently of a 
ood family, he had met his fate 
without “showing fear, and had 
Jaughingly given his hat and overcoat 
fo beggars. Tho keopor of the hotel 
supplied me with particulars as to 
his arrival and the causes of his 
arrest and summary execution. 


He may have been foolish to enter 
‘upon such an adventure without more 
care and forethought, and yet it can- 
not be denied that he gave his life 
freely and willingly and must be 
‘numbered’ amongst the unknown

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BIRDS FOUND IN THE CHEFOO AREA 


Shrikes Apparently Migrate According to Foreign 
Calendar: Few Cuckoos Among Visitors

Several times to-day (June 2) 1. 
heard clamour among the birds, par- 
ticularly the shrikes or butcher-birds. 
‘There was not any apparent reason 
like persecution from hawks ot. 
magples and it may Just be due to 
an unusually large aumber ‘of in- 
dividuals being within earshot. They 
have not showed themselves so bold- 
ly, these shrikes, wiftch generally. 
Perch on posts or treetops, and T 
found It hard to get a good ‘enough 
view to 'determine accurately what 
Kind they. are, 

‘The commonest shrike here is the 
red-talled, or one or other of ths 
three varieties. The Phillppit 
rather less white about its face and 

the Indian has no 
white on the tail’ and more on the 
forehead, while the Japanese has most 
of all. “It is not very easy in the 
fleld to be quite sure which of the 
three kinds one is observing. Some- 
times one can examine a corpse and 
make sure of that individual, but T 
‘am beginning to doubt whether these 
small shrikes really are enemies to 
bbe killed without scruple. ‘They are 
hardly ‘big enough to make serious 
‘war on other birds and to ‘conduct, 
‘campaigns against insect hordes 1s 
surely a work of merit. 

‘This afternoon T watched a red- 
talled shrike till he disapproved of 
the serutiny and flew off. He was 
fn the company of some common 
sparrows, perched upon a wire, and 

iter one of his forays he settled 
‘within a foot of one of them without 
causing him. the faintest flutter  of| 
disquiet. I could see a morsel in his 
beak, presumably the remains of some | 
insect snapped up during his last 
swoop, 

Another shrike, closely hidden in 
thick bushes where T could not get 

to see him, was doing| 
hhis best to raise his naturet raucous 
tones to the pitch of a really musical 
note—a feat of some dificulty but 
one in which he achieved a faint, 
measure of success,

But why is it that the birds alone 
Keep so closely to our foreign 
calendar when the rest of Nature 
obediently: follows the course laid 
down in the Chinese Lunar one? Can, 
it be that they are following so, 
minutely an instinct passed down 
from ancestors whose" ways were 
studied by the ancients who devised 
our calendar? Most certainly. the 
ancients set great store by the move- 
ments of birds, for the auspex was 
highly regarded among them, and it

Birds Seen While Tce-bound. 


Before passing to notes on the 
spting migration, which has brought 
Great variety even to a casual ob- 
server, T must go back to the winter 
and mention the birds seen then, In 
the winter months when we were 
feebound the local birds were few, 
yet not so few as might have been 














expected. Sparrows. of course 
abound; 't shall not. digress here to 
contest’ the harsh sitictures made 


upon them by some writers, . Magpies 
are resident and so are somie of the 
tits, the North China tit (Parus 
‘major, or minor). The latter, never 
having been tempted with ‘such 
luxuries here before, took six weeks 
to discover and enjoy the delights of 
@ half-coconut which T put out for 
them in quite a suitable place not 
twenty yards from where one of them 
was singing when T fixed it up. A. 
solitary Daurlan redstart could te 
seen ‘now and then throughout the 
winter, ‘Some crows or rooks flew 
over at intervals during the late 
winter and spring, some with white 
on their necks but not enough to 
mark them clearly as collared crows. 
One afternoon in February I saw a 
couple of magnificent swans floating 
gracefully on the still sea quite near 
‘the shore of one of the beaches to 
‘the east. Most of the sea was covered 
with ice so that they and the ducks 











to get close enough to venture 
identification. It was surprised to 
see them there at all at that time 
of year. 

Tn the last week of March some 
friends were walking on the hills 
when they met a Chinese boy carr; 
ing to market some birds he had 
caught in his traps. One was the 
aforementioned North China tit, one 
‘was 8 brambling, a beautifully mark- 
ed little bird, and there were a pair 
of fine red-tailed thrushes which the 
boy said are relished as an acceptable 
titbit for the menu. Another brambl- 
ing was seen in the country west of 
hete in the first week of May, hopping | 
about alone, with one foot damaged. 
Thrushes have been quite abundant, 








‘but thelr furtive ways make it hard 
to identity them without hesitation. 
Indeed T never venture to do so une 
Jess T have either a specimen in the 
hand or a good look at one that is 
gbliging enough to pose for a fairly 
detailed inspection. “Thrushes do not 
oblige in this way; they stand. not 
‘upon the order of their going. Some 
of the warblers and Suntings and 
even the flyeatchers do, if one is,

‘There 
was nothing, among the birds pro- 
per, worthy of special note just then, 
Dbut'in the dusk of evening, when one 
might have expected bats to be at 
large, I found a Blackfaced bunting

One day about this time T took one 
of my uncommon early morning 
walks and was rewarded with the 
sight of a tricolor flycatcher, a very 
Deautiful picture in the early morning 
sunlight with his brilliant golden 
yellow throat and breast, his neat 
black head and the clear white mar} 
ings over the eye and across the 
wing, Other yeliow-breasted birds in- 
elu 





















Dassing through this neighbourhood, 
‘Two independent observers noted 

them in Wethaiwel either in May or 

September and here last year at the 





end of May a dead bird was found 
which tallied exactly with the de- 
scription of this yellow-breasted bunt- 
ing or rice bird. This year on May 
Day for a few moments T had a very 
close view of a solitary specimen that 
Tooked very much like the same, and 
ten days ago another dead on’ was 
picked up, which also agrees entire- 
ly with the description by La Touche, 
Cuckoos Round Chefoo 

I, have often wondered about 
cuckoos here, never having Neard a 
call like the well-known English 
one till a few days ago. But there 
are two fertile valleys just south of 
the eastern part of this port where 
there are evidently cuckoos to be 











hhad to occupy what open patches they 
could find. “But they were not at all 
shy. At the same time there were 
‘small flocks of some kind of shore- 
bied, possibly Kentish plover; I falled 


found. One bright day, early in May 
a few of us went out to the farther 
fof these for a pienle to a little 


Temple. I saw a bird fly into a 
hollow just opposite to us, and went 
to investigate. It flew up and in the 
short time available I got the im- 
pression that it was a cuckoo; soon 
‘afterwards we heard repeated coos 
which were quite distinet from the 
steady accompaniment of frogs (?)— 
up here we too share the perplexity 
of a certain facetious gentleman, his 
Servant and others. I had heard’ this 
kind of coo before, but os It was 
‘monosyllabi and was never doubled 
into the cuckoo note which it other- 
wise resembled, it did not seem right 
to attribute it to this bird. 

‘Some days later a cuckoo was 
found in this same valley, wounded 
by a Chinese fowler who had failed 
to retrieve It. 

Just a fortnight ago, in the nearer 
of these two valleys, I suddenly 
heard a most distinct cuckoo, re- 
peated rapidly and monotonously but 
a little higher pitched and more 
Staccato than the familiar English 
sound. Suddenly it stopped, there 
was a moment's pause and then a 
shot rang out upon the hillside from 
which the sound had come. A Chi- 
nese appeared on the skyline, gun 
in hand, and presently the cuckoo 
began again from another quarter. 

‘Turtle Doves for the Table 
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A Most Distinct Coo 


I was delighted to find wild indivi- 
duals of the handsome  rubythroat 
(Calliope) which one so often sees in 
captivity. 

‘One day a bird dashed past me on 
the hill, giving only» hurried im- 
pression of a large blue thrush with 
@ prominent white brow over the 
eye. As this is not a normal chat 
teristic of the blue rock-thrushes T 
fam hazarding the guess that the bird 
was a Japanese or _blue-winged 
pitta, which has been known in this 
Province, 

‘The Gray Minivet 


Another guess that I had to mako 
about a week ago was at what seems 
to have been a gray minivet. It was 
Perched on the upper branches of a 
tamarisk tree. It was evidently not 
‘a shrike, for his head was not stout 
enough nor had he the right sort of 
beak. But he had the bold black 
ine ‘through the eye, like a shrike 
oF a streak-eyed wagiall. He could 
hardly be a wagtail T thought, for 
hhe seemed to avoid the ground, he did 
very little with his long tail 
and he was very busily wriggling his 
head and neck and stropping his 
beak. ‘The head markings too were 
rather different from those of \ the 
pied wagtails though he was quite 
ike them in build.» Next day T'was 
looking through lists of birds ob- 
served in these parts and came 
across the name gray minivet; looked 
it up and found that it agreed re- 
markable closely with what I had 
seen the day before. 

‘One more enigma met me to-day. 
Eagerly following up (but in vain) & 
Feport that the Paradise flycatcher 
was to be seen close by, T came upon 
great concert of small tits compet- 
ing In cheerful chorus. ‘The note 
seemed to be that of the North China 
or tom tit, not the more mournful 
tone of the marsh tit (which is more 
‘common here in summer, it seems), 
but those of the birds that T could 
see were smaller than either of these, 
and the black of the head was too 
much for marsh tits and too little for

‘The first place visited is far from 
foreign haunts although but a few 
minutes’ walk from the Settlement 
boundary. ‘The smooth pavement of 
‘a Settlement road gives way to the 
cobblestones of Chapel, greasily wet 
fn the rain, The guide of the even- 
ning speaks glibly about Chinese 
strest life—and smells—and, of 
sudden, we are there, 

‘A cigarette shop provides the 
innocent-looking front for one of 
Shanghai's larger opium “dens.” 
Foreigners have ‘visited the place 
before—the writer of these lines. Is 
“just off a ship"—and so no suspleion 
{ aroused ‘and a natural curiosity is 
[satisfied with a few words in Chinese. 

‘There is a Government licence on 
the wall of the first room we enter, 
but that, naturally, is not the frst 
observation made. ‘The smokers, of 
whom there are five, have frst ‘call 
fon one’s attention, Four of them 
fare young men of the middle class 
and ‘show little outward sign of 
being under the influence “of the 
drug. They chat gaily with each 
other in’ the intervals. between 
indulgence. The Afth man is middle- 
aged and lies stretched out on his 
bunk in a semi-coma. His features 
}do not indicate the nature of his, 
dreams, if any, but he has plainly 
had several pipes. As the price of 
feach is 50 cents, he Is a fairly well- 
to-do man, and his dress. confirms 
this belief. One of the young men 
starts on another “pill.” being care- 
ful not to let the amp ignite the 
sticky substance, He draws the 
[smoke vigorously in short puffs, 

‘then “drinks from. the 
spout of a small pot containing te 
As he lies back he resumes conversa: 
lon with the others, with oriental 
animation. ‘The scene Is composed, 
and there is an air of cheerfulness 
bout the room which -makes one 
recall W. Somersot Maugham's oplum= 
den in “On a Chinese Screen” Out- 
[side the rain falls, monotonously. 

It is nearly 10 o'clock and getting 
toward closing time—the hours are 
strictly observed in a licensed place 
Jand so we leave after just a look 
into another, similar room on the 
same floor. Two men are lying on 
‘the mats; one is smoking. Like the 
rst room this is fairly” neat and 
clean, well-lighted and radiates a 
certain spirit of comfort and cheer, 
‘One look round is sufficient and out 
into the night we go, the faint, 
‘sweetish odour of opium ‘smoke still 
in our nostrils. 


A Change of Scene 

‘The rickshaw fare is 10 cents to 
the second place we are to visit, but 
the scene, both outside and inside, 
is strikingly different. No longer are 
we distant from foreign places—the 
din of North Szechuen Road honky- 
tonks is faintly audible trom time 
to time and the reflection of garish 
lights is visible in the sky.” ‘This 
“tourist " recognizes the narrow 
street as one which has figured in 
‘many a sanguinary battle in the 
small hours of the morning: we are 
still in Chinese territory and at the 
end of the road is a good-sized 
cinema. It is the neighbourhood of 
a one-time notorious “Bucket of 






































Blood. 
Entering the place we want to 
visit Is surprisingly easy and it Is 


only a matter of seconds before we 
are in the very centre of operations. 
Immediately it inspires horror: there 
is a natural impulse to run away.

Shanghai Opium and Heroin Places Visited at Night: 
Haunts of “The Living Dead” 


before one's eyes is incredible, a 
nightmare come to life to stun the 
waking senses with its utter hope- 
Tessness. One is suddenly” within 
arm’s reach of the living dead! 

As we enter a small room we are 
confronted with five men? four 
foreigners and a Chinese. They are 
heroin addicts and all in that terrible 
final stage where they take the drug 
directly into their veins. ‘The shut- 
ting of the door leaves one almost 
breathless with a sense of unspeak- 
able tragedy. Lying on mats on a 
low platform ‘which occupies rough- 
ly half the room are a middle-aged, 
Poorly clad Chinese and a foreigner 
of the beggar class, while about a 
‘small table sit three other foreigners 
obviously belonging to the under- 
world of Shanghai. The Chinese is 








in a stupor. virtually asleep; his 
companion on the mat is reading 
what looks like a Bible,” although 


the blank expression of his eyes 
betrays that he does not know what 
he. is looking at: from time to time 
he gazes intently at the others in 
‘the room but he does not speak, He 
Is dirty and unkempt and very pale. 
‘Method of Taking Drug 

A tall, gaunt man with a Christus 
beard—he is a burglar, it is later 
revealed—is in the process of taking 
@ heroin injection. His left shirte 
sleeve {is rolled high up and some- 
fone has placed a tourniquet near 
the shoulder, His eyes are wild ‘and 
popping and he talks falteringly, in 
Russian. as he applies the drug. A 
‘small quantity of heroin—20 cents’ 
worth, to be exact—is mixed with an 
infinitesimal amount of cocaine and 
dissolved in a few drops of water 
‘on a reversed Chinese rice bowl. A 
not-too-clean syringe, whieh is used 
by all present, is filled with the 
solution and applied to a ralsed vein 
in the forearm. As soon as the drug 
hhas been injected, the man sitting 
ext to the burglar helps him to 
remove the tourniquet, Syringe and 
tourniquet are then ‘passed to the 
man ready to take the next injec= 
tlon. And so on until the cirele has 
been completed. The only person 
Who does not use the hypodermic 
needle “is a fifth foreigner—not a 
Russian—ivho mixes heroin into th 
tobacco of a cigarette and smokes 
it, This man has come in during the 
Proceedings, accompanied by’ the 
Korean keeper of the den, and seems 
to know everybody present, In. con: 
trast to the others he is neatly dees 
ed and his appearance is compara: 
tively fresh. “He talks about a re- 
cent experience in gaol. 

Gradually the effect of the drug 
fon the others becomes manifest, 
‘They become steady, their nerves 
stop twitching, the ‘colour in thelr 
faces improves. Jn another three ot 
four hours they ‘must have another 
“shot” or they will become physic 
ally and mentally ill, At the present 
low rate—there is a surplus of heroin 
on the Shanghai market and it I 
obtainable in’ hundveds of clandestine 
places despite all the precautions of 
the .police—it costs an addict §2-89 
a day to keep going. Even ‘this, 
however, is a lot of expense to many 
heroin users, especially beggars, and 
hence addicts "sometimes implore 
the keeper of the den to allow them 
to inject the blood residue of a 
Previous injection, which remains in 
the syringe until it is cleaned, 

‘There are no such down-and-out 
wretches here to-night, however 
although two of the foreigners pres. 

are obviously beggars. The 
dirty man on the couch resumes his 
Feading of the book in black, his 
head resting on the blotched” walt 
under the unframed pleture of a 
blonde film star. ‘The ‘gaunt mat 
with the beard engages in animated 
conversation with his neighbour. ‘The 
endless monotone of the rain is

With all the best intentions in the: 
world it Is not possible to make, 
notes of one's impressions during’ 
trovel and await some _favourable| 
opportunity Tater on to present them 
ina more readable form, for the| 
rapidity with which impressions are| 
recorded tends at all times to dim 
the memory of those which have 
gone before and for that reason it| 
fs, perhaps, better to register seen 
and thoughts as near as possible te 
the time when they are witnessed or 
formed. 

‘There is something of fascination 
about this trip across Siberia, for, at 
the time of writing the western Rus~ 
sian border has not yet been reached 
and the train Js seventeen hours late. 
‘The fascination arises from the abject 
poverty of the people as witnessed 
from the comfort of a railway coupe, 
and the very apparent and dete: 
mined efforts of the Soviet Govern- 
ment to remedy the existing state of 
affairs. 

It the squalor which is to be wit 
nessed in Siberia from the railway 
existed prior to 1917, then the revolu- 
tion against the then existing ord 
was more than justified. If It con- 
tnues much longer it should serve 
ag plenty of reason for overthrowing| 
the existing régime. A fellow travel- 
ler called Siberia the land of second 
hand clothing. He seems to be right, 
for of the crowds which throng the 
various larger stations to see the 
trains come in, if may safely be said 
that if any of the clothing on view 
were ever new, it must have been 
very many years ago. With roads 
Uke a farmer's midden, with the 
country still largely under snow in 
the early days of May, with all sorts| 
‘of weather from some degree of 
warmth to driving snow, hail and 
rain storms, it Is possible that the 
country folk find no inducement to 
hurry spring along by appearing in 
thelr’ best.

Snow, Snow and More Snow 

Snow is the keynote of the land-| 
scape, even as late as the first week 
in May. ‘The ice on the rivers has 
melted somewhat, but men are still 
to be seen walking across it, or perch 
ed over a hole, handling a line 
which has been sunk with bait hop- 
ing to add to the day's provender, 
Jor provide a means for earning a| 
rouble ar two which Is sorely needed 








in these hard times. Though patches 
of a yellow ochre grass show where 


the sun is fighting Its inevitable vic-| 
tory with winter, the vanguard has| 
not yet been defeated and stretching} 
for miles to the horizon the blan- 
ket of snow would melt into the 
skyline were it not for the fringe 
‘of silver birches and conifers which 
mark the end of things terrestrial 
‘and the beginning of the celestial. 

‘Baikal was completely frozen over, 
save perhaps for the edges of the 
lake. "On the other side the foothills 
deep blue in colour, with streaks of 
white, and plumed with swiftly mov-| 
ing clouds, provided a sombre found. 
ation for the stately white peaks of| 
the snowelad mountains in the dis-| 
tance, whence, as seen through glasses, 
a strong wind carried off whisps of 
snow .as jauntily as Sf they were 
wearing a ostrich feather. It was al 
scene of great natural beauty, and as 
the train dived through tunnel after| 
tunnel, new pictures presented them-| 
selves as the observers emerged into 
daylight again, wrought in all man- 
ners of blue, as intense and as cold 
‘as the white snow above them. 


Communists at Heart 

All this Js from a railway carriage 
window. It professes to be no con- 
sidered weighing up of the situation— 
it would be foolish 1f any such pre- 
tence were made. But impressions 
do mean a lot, specially when com- 
bined with much of what has been 
written in the past. How far, it might 
be asked, has the doctrine of 
Soviet penetrated ~in Siberia. Who 
knows? Yet, perhaps, there are in- 
dications to be found in comparative 
ly.small things. ‘The number of the 
younger people who wear some 
visible article of clothing in red, sug- 
gests, if that fact is any indication at 
‘all, that a very large proportion of 
the new generation is Communist at 
heart. ‘That is but natural; they know 
nothing else except, perhaps, what 
heir parents taught them. 

‘There are towns where the old 
Russian churehes stand gaunt and 
bare, with the traditional cross which 
formerly surmounted thelr quaintly 
shaped cupolas removed. It looks a¢ 
if the old God had had to give place 
to the new pantheism. "There a: 
other towns in which’ that supreme 
emblem of the faith still rises above 
the places of worship, suggesting that 
‘oublie’ opinion. in. support of the 
faith of its fathers is still such 
not to be outraged by any arbitary 
action such asa removal of the sign by 
‘which they live in the faith. 


‘The Village Cemeteries 

Again there are the little village 
cemeteries. ‘There are no rugged 
elms, no yew trees’ shade for these 
little acres of God in the swelling 
bosom of the land near the railway. 
There ig not even a decent wall to 
mark ils limits, though a ragged 
fence of palings’ serves to keep the 
cattle from straying over the last 
Festing.place of the rude village fore- 
fathers. Some of the mouldering 
hheaps are unmarked. At the heads 
of a few a column painted scarlet 
tells of the political convictions the 
deceased held during his life. As if 
that mattered! 

‘Over others the Greek cross tells in 
what earnest trust in the Divine the 
Soul which inherited the body below 
met the last stroke of fate. Some 
are new crosses, showing that even 
In these days when the old glory has 
depa-ted, there are still those who 
honour its memory and the principles 
Which inspired it. Others’ are old 
crosses, which have been. repal 
with new wood, a newness which 
‘suggests an obstinate clinging to the 
religion of the country's forebears, 
which persists despite the endeavours 
to supplant it by a aore materialist 
doctrine, by a faith @hich is no faith 
but merely a negation. 
































in some places by the most primitive 
form of ploughing which knoweth not 
the valie of the straight line, nor 
the merit of defined order." Day 
after day the railway is carrying 
tractors” eastwards, occasionally 
ploughs, while some’ are to be seen 
awaiting assembly at wayside stations. 
‘Threshing machines by the dozen are 
being sent into Siberia and the days 
of the thoroughly mechanized farm 
do not appear to be far distant, only 
‘38 far away as the time required to 
fuldi the apparent needs of so great 
a territory. 
Implements of War 

But the trains are not only carry- 
ing implements for the service of the 
rich earth. Launches, and other craft 
which are covered in woodwork and 
shrouded in mystery, trainloads 
travelling under seal, "and others 
guarded by Soviet troops hurry hour 
after hour, day after day to the east. 
Just across ‘from the Manchoukuo 
border giant Soviet monoplanes Ay 
in formations of twenty. Coastal 
defence craft by the dozen are going 
forward to the east lest, perhaps, the 
good black earth be fertilized with 
Fed. Siberia the land of sccond hand 
clothes cannot smile. Tt dare not. 
‘To do so would be to tempt the gods.

Suiyuan, at the end of the railway 
of that name and the trading centre 
with Western Mongolia, is really 
composed of two separate cities. 
There is the walled town of Sulyuan 
itself, formerly the headquarters of 
the Manchu garrison, a holy of holies 
into which, in Manchu times, no 
foreigner or even Chinese was al- 
lowed to enter. To-day it is the 
centre of the government of the 
Province, and most of the public 
buildings are situated there. 

By the Chinese it is still called 
[Hsincheng (New City) to distinguish 
it from the much older open trading 
Jmart of Kwelhua or Kwelhuacheng 
which les about a mile away, The 
latter place probably sprung up here 
on the Mongolian border round some 
‘Chinese trading establishment in very 
early times. The two towns together 
(which T shall refer to under "> one 
name of Suiyuan) are said to have 
@ population of about 100,000, 


A more cheerful and optimistic 
spirit seemed to reign in Sulyuan, 
than I had found in Kalgan, possibly 
because the Japanese are not so much 
in evidence and people hove that the 
threat of their presence may be 
warded off, at any rate for sometime 
to come. I did not see any of them 
in Sulyuan itself, although there said 
to be a few living there. But one 
meets more of them, as one goes 
further Into Mongoli 

A strict local regulation forbidding 
‘Chinese to rent or otherwise alienate 
land or buildings to any foreigner 
whatever may have helped to keep 
‘out undesirable elements, though it 
seems doubtful, whether it will serve 
for long. 


Modern and Well-kept 

Externally the two towns present 
a,fery modern and well-kept "ap- 
Pearance that compares favourably. 
with other towns in North China of 
the same size. A network of broad, 
well-paved motor roads, lined ‘with 
trees, runs in every direction. ‘The 
government buildings mostly of 
Fecent construction, are clean and 
tidy." An efficient’ police force in 
smart new uniforms—as smart as 
anything Pelping or Shanghal can 
show — controls the small volume 
of traMic. 

Altogether the place does great 
credit to General Fu Tso-yi, the 
chairman of Sulyuan Province, spe- 
cially ‘having regard to the ' com- 
parative smallness of his dominions, 
Jand the slender resources at his dis- 
posal. Of him one heard nothing but 
praise from both foreign residents 
and Chinese, at least as regards the 
administration of the purely Chinese 
portion of his territory. 

It seems as if the title Model 
Govérnor which his chiet Gen, Yen- 
Shi-shan, has, in the opinion of many 
people, jong’ since forfeited, should 
now be transferred to General Fu. 


“Whe Will Stop Japanese” 


He was spoken of with admiration 
for another reason: “He is a strong 
‘man, the man who is going to stop 
the Japanese advance: he will Aight, 
Mt they try to enter his province.” 
‘This was quite exelting and seemed, 
for the moment, a first-class piece

Fu Tso-y!'s own division, the 35th, 
some kind of reserve militia is ap- 
parently belng trained, ‘Figures for 
this recruiting varied considerably,

The recruits are brought in to the 
large barracks in the city in batches 
‘of 3,000, drilled for four months and 
then sent home again, What is 
particularly interesting is that they 
fare drawn from respectable families 
‘and not from the riff-raff and unem- 
ployed, as hitherto in Chinese armies. 
Tt ig sald that the: money for this 
militia is being furnished by Nanking. 


Complaints About Trade 

‘There were the usual complaints 
about declining trade, caused chiefly 
by the culting-off of Sinkiang, and 
by the interference of trade with Inner 
Mongolia by the Counell os Pailing- 
mino, But actually things would not 
appear to be so very bad, certainly 
nothing like as serious as at Kalgan. 


In the first place, the trade with 
Inner Mongolia was never very large, 
while the Suiyuan Bus Company still 
brings down cargoes from Hami in 
Northern Sinklang by the motor road 
which runs to the west, north of the 
Yellow River. Then, too, the opium 
trade from Kansu and ‘Sinklang is 
still very flourishing Inrge numbers

Foreign Trading Concerns 

Before finishing the story of trade, 
1 must not forget to mention the 
Sewdish business colony in. Sulyuan, 
consisting of the two Soderboms and 
‘Torgny Oberg, so well-known to all 
foreigners visiting the place for thelr 
hospitality and invaluable advice. 
Thanks to their long-standing con~ 
nections with Mongolia they know 
more about that country than anyone 
else in those parts, indeed, they alm« 
Seemed to me to be the only real 
‘Mongols I met in Sulyuan, 

For that was my chief disappoint 
ment with that city, I had expected 
to find largo numbers of Mongols 
stalking through the streets in their 
national costume, but saw hardly one.

Mr. Langdon has made a transla- 
tion of some valuable reflections on 
international. affairs by a Japanese 
Giplomat of great eminence. Viscount 
Ishii was Ambassador (0 France in 
1912-1915, he later represented his 
country as a special War Envoy to 
the United States and he negotiated 
the declaration known as the Lansing 
Ishii Agreement, He again was ap- 
pointed to Paris in 1920 and during, 
that second ambassadorship to France 
he served as Chief Delegate of Japan 
to the League of Nations and he led 
‘the Japanese Delegation. to the abor- 
tive World Eeonomie Conference in 
London in 1933, The book of which 
this is an English version has run 
through three editions in Japan, so 
it may be sald (o have altracted 
favourable attention in its own 
country. Mr. Langdon does not give 
the whole of the original book, for 
the convenience of English readers 
he has confined “his translation to 
those portions which relate directly 
to matters interesting students of di- 
plomatic history and international 
relations, In order, however, that 
some idea may be ‘obtained of the 
book as a whole he includes in a 
preface a brief summary of the 
substance of the omitted” chapters, 
the special headings of which are in- 
cluded in his index. 


Special Interests 
‘The Viscount covers a wide field. 
rst book discusses the historical 
development of Japanese diplomacy 
from the beginning of the Meiji Era 
to the Boxer uprising, and then 
through the period of 'the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, the Russo- 
Japanese War, the World War, until 
‘the reader is ‘brought into ’ touch 
‘with the problem of Japan's special 
interests in China, the League of Na- 
‘ons, Disarmament, Intemational Ar- 
bitration, and the Kellogg Pact, The 
‘Viseount's book was written in’ 18 
Tt cannot be expected to deal spe 
cifteally with later developments of 
Japanese policy, in other words what 
might be called the Post-League 
period. “But it is natural that the 
Feader should be alert in ascertaining 
Viscount Ishii's views on that point. 


‘The League and World Peace 

‘The chapter on the League of Na~ 
tions, written ax it was before the

In the light of further experience 
it must unhappily be said that the 
ejection of that Protocol actually 
sounded the bugle for the revival of 
jnational armament, and the present 
diMeulties with which world states- 
manship is confronted, including the 
disappearance of Japan and Germany 
from the League, have their origin 
In the rejection of the Protocol, in 
spite of the admirable reasons which 
Viscount Ishii adduces for inculeat- 
Ing a policy of caution, ‘The fanatics 
were ‘not reckless — indeed those 
who “Imposed caution brought 
about the very dangers which the 
Viscount feared. ‘This has beer clear- 
ly apparent in the contributions re- 
cently made by Lord Lloyd, Mr. 
‘Winston Churchill and Lord ‘Hugh 
Cecil to discussion of the League's 
present position, and in particular 
France's uneven’ support during the 
last two oF three years. The Vis- 
count’s outicek, however, differs con- 
siderably from that of the present gov- 
ernment in power in Japan. But his 
‘observations have a special value in 
that material is available for re 
constructing Japanese policy on more 
coherent lines than at presente.

Kipling’s rise to fame was ap- 
parently very rapid, but it was not 
‘without its checks and set-backs. Mi 
Monkshood quotes Mr. Shane Lesli 
in proof of this point. In 1688 Mr. 
Moreton Prewen forwarded some of 
Kipling’s work to England and was 
severely told that it was not up to 
the standard of the “Daily Tele- 
graph.” ‘The present writer remem- 
ders meeting in Calcutta one of the 
directors of Messrs. Thacker Spink 
%& Co. a firm which’ actually publish- 
ed “Plain Tales from the Hills" when 
they first came out. ‘But Thacker 
Spink did not accept Kipling at the 
‘rst opportunity. For this director 
ruefully recalled ‘the fact that a 
young man from the “Civil & Mili- 
tary Gazette” had dropped in to his 
office and asked them whether they 
‘would publish his collected poems on 
the basis of sharing the risks and 
profs, They refused, and remem- 
ered the refusal as one of thelr 
lost opportunities — although it is 
not recorded that they weakened in 
their general attitude towards young 
men from Lahore bringing verses for 
thelr approval in subsequent years, 
if such an experience did happen. 

Mr, Monkshood has not attempted 
to achieve any special narrative form 
and his work may be described more 
as a series of notes than a studied 
exposition of his subject. It is 
packed with material and will be 
greatly sought by those who desire 
fo keep on the track of Kiplingiana, 
either for pleasure or for profit—ru,
